Employe last to see Brach heiress 


A family employe who has lived on 


the Brach farm in Schaumburg Town- 
ship several years was the last person 
to have seen missing candy heiress 
Helen Voorhess Brach. 


John Matllck, her houseman, told 


authorities he drove Mrs. Brach, 62, 
to O'Mare Airport to catch a plane to 
Ft. Lauderdale, Fla,, Feb. 21, the day 
she disappeared. 


Matlick has lived with his family on 


the 100-acre Brach farm at the north- 
west corner of Meacham and Schaum- 
burg roads in Schaumburg Township 
for the past several years. 


HE TOLD GLENVIEW police the 


heiress, who lives on a seven-acre es- 
tate in Glenview, planned to close a 
deal to purchase a new ocean-front 
condominium apartment in Florida 
and that she had an appointment with 


her lawyer and a beautician in Ft. 
Lauderdale. 


Matlick was given a lie detector test 


by Glenview police, according to one 
source, but results were inconclusive. 


Ernie Rizzo, a private detective 


hired by the estate to investigate Mrs. 
Brach's disappearance, said the man- 
ner in which she reportedly left for 
Florida was "totally unlike her." 


"As far as I have been able to as- 


certain, she never left the city," Rizzo 
said. 
-. IN ADDITION, Rizzo said Mrs. 
Brach did not have reservations on 
any flights to Florida on Feb. 21 and 
no credit cards were used to pay for 
the tickets. He disputed a statement 
Matlick reportedly made to author- 
ities that it was not unusual for Mrs. 
Brach to go to the airport without re- 
servations and take the first flight. 


The detective also said Matlick is 


the only person to have seen the heir- 
ess since he picked her up at the air- 
port Feb. 17 after her arrival from a 
stay at the Mayo Clinic in Rochester, 
Minn. 


While Matlick reported Mrs. Brach 


was at her Glenview home until leav- 
ing again Feb. 21, Rizzo said no neigh- 
bors saw her during that time. 


Matlick has been working for the 


Brach family for about 20 years, 
doing odd jobs around the house when 
Mrs. Brach is home and looking after 
the estate when she is gone. 


MEMBERS OF MaUiek's family re- 


fused to comment to reporters about 
Mrs. Brach. 


Mrs. Brach is the widow of Frank 


Brach, who was board chairman of 
the J. E. Brach & Sons Inc. candy 
firm when he died in 1970.

Revamp election process: Carter 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - President 


Carter sent Congress a package of 
election law reforms Tuesday that in- 
cluded instant voter registration, tax- 
payer financing of congressional elec- 
ions and abolition of the Electoral Col- 
lege. 


The cornerstone bf the Carter pack- 


age allows persons to show up at pol- 


ling places and vote in federal elec- 
tions without prior registration. A per- 
son would only have to meet con- 
stitutional requirements of age and 
citizenship and have a drivers license 
or other acceptable identification.' 


Backers said it would boost sagging 


voter participation in elections, while 
critics charged it mainly would bene- 


fit Democrats and encourage voter 
fraud making it possible for individ- 
uals to vote several times. 


VICE PRESIDENT Walter Mondale 


said fraud will be discouraged since 
the bill imposed fines of $10,000 and a 
10-year jail term for such acts. 


Mondale, carrying out his first leg- 


islative assignment for the White 


House, unveiled the package at a 
press conference where universal reg- 
istration was backed by a group of 12 
congressional leaders including House 
Speaker Thomas O.Neill, Sen. Edward 
M. Kennedy and four liberal Republi- 
cans.

Residents in Illinois, Ohio and 
New Jersey were hit hardest with 
bills averaging $59 to $61 higher 
than last year, according to a re- 
cent Federal Power Commission 
report. 


The FPC says the nation's utili- 


ties collected an additional $2.5 
billion this winter — $1.5 billion 
from higher prices and $1 billion 


the result of record cold tempera- 
tures forcing furnaces to work 
harder and consume more natural 
gas.

Soldier's death mystifies family

They don't know why; they don't 


know how. All they know is their son 
is dead. 


Mr. and Mrs. John P. Caldarola, 146 


N e w a r k Ln., Hoffman Estates, 
learned Thursday their son, Chris, a 
19-year-old Army private, died on a 
mountain in West Germany. 


On Tuesday, Mrs. Caldarola said 


the family still did not know much 
more than that. 


"We don't know if he fell or had a 


heart atack or a stroke or if some- 
one else had been up there on that 
mountain and did him bodily harm or 
what," she said. 


CALDAROLA HAD been stationed 


at Neu-Ulm, located mid way-bet ween 
Stuttgart and Munich in West Germa- 
ny's Bavarian province, since early 
November. 


Mrs. Caldarola said soldiers there 


regularly are given recreation passes 
and shortly after he had arrived, Cal- 
darola had used one to visit'Italy. 


He received a similar pass last week 


and he and a couple of friends decided 
to climb Mt. Cramer. However, half- 
way up, the group apparently split up. 


"The two other boys turned back;" 


Mrs. Caldarola said, "but for some 
reason Chris didn'ttum back." 


When he didn't return, a helicopter 


was sent to search for him. Caldarola 
was discovered at about 4 p.m. Eu- 
ropean time Thursday. Mrs. Calda- 
rola said the family doesn't know 
whether her son was found dead at 
the scene or if he died later.

Conant High School and 
enlisted 


last June, primarily to receive G.I. 
benefits to go to automotive school. 


AFTER CALDAROLA got to Ger- 


many, he sent letters back to his fam- 
ily describing how his outfit was win- 
ning a number of competitions and 
that he expected to be promoted in a 
month or two. 


"I think he really enjoyed it," Mrs 


Caldarola said. 


The family is expecting a telegram 


notifying them when his body will be 
returned. They will not know the 
cause of death for 30 to 40 days. 


Mrs. Caldarola said a military fu- 


neral is planned. Arrangements are 
pending at Ahlgrim and Sons Funeral 
Home, 330 W. Golf Rd., Schaumburg. 
Survivors 
include three brothers, 


Paul, David and Nicholas; and a sis- 
teer, Margaret. 


"All we can do is wait and pray," 


Mrs. Caldarola said. "I still can't be- 
lieve it. I guess it'll hit us when he 
gets here."

The extension has been opposed by advocates of low growth and 


conservation in the Long Grove and Mundelein areas. Motor fuel 
tax increases are recommended to finance the extension, but a 
feasibility study on building the extensions as toll roads also is 
recommended.

Frank A. Runkles rattled a gourd and 
shook his colorful feathers at dawn 
Tuesday seeking, through an ancient 
Indian ceremony, to forecast the crop 
this year. 


The news was not good. 
Since the Comanche dance and cer- 


emony have been performed in this 
small West Texas town, old-timers 
and newspaper accounts say it has 
been 94 per cent accurate. The cere- 
mony is performed precisely at dawn 
each March 22. 


"Everything is timed to the min- 


ute," Runkles said. "We've tried to be 
as authentic as possible." 


RUNKLES, A FORMER scoutsmas- 


ter who has studied Indian lore since 
childhood, at first wore only one eagle 
feather because "You don't try to 
build a fire with your war bonnet on," 
he said. 


He piled twigs and then rubbed two 


sticks together to produce a small 
flame. Smoke began to rise through 


the morning chill and drifted to the 
east in front of the westerly breeze. 


When the sun appeared, Runkles 


donned his full-feathered 
headdress 


and began chanting Indian prayers to 
influence the rain spirit to shift the 
wind to the east or northeast, a sign 
of a bumper crop. 


A north or northeast wind means an 


average crop. A southeast wind in- 
dicates a poor crop. 


WHEN THE DANCING stopped, 


Runkles fell to his knees and pointed 
an eagle feather in the direction of the 
west wind. 


Assistant Noah Stone, wearing a 


Stetson, walked into the ceremonial 
circle, sipped his coffee and said, 
"The wind was right out of the west 
at sunrise, which means a fair (below 
average) year." He took another sip 
of coffee, turned and walked away 


Runkles said he was once asked by 


a woman how he predicted a drought. 


"I didn't predict anything," Runkles 


said. "I just went out there and enter- 
tained."

Weary Willie drops in 


-just for a few laughs

Behind the made-up face of Weary 


Willie the clown, is a cheerful and jo- 
vial man who has grown up with the 
circus. 


Em met t Kelly Jr., son of the king of 


clowns who in the 1930s first made the 
hobo character famous, now Is follow- 
ing in his father's footsteps despite 
the fact he was turned off by the 
smell of circus animals when he was 
a child. 


Kelly, in Mount Prospect Tuesday 


promoting his circus which opens at 
the Randhurst Twin Ice Arena April 8 
and will run through April 10, said he 
loves what he's doing now and would 
not give it up for anything. 


BUT CONTRARY to popular belief, 


Kelly. 52, does not clown around 
strictly for the benefit of children. 


"Parents are really the ones who 


want to go to the circus. Very few 
clowns are for children. Little Henry 
is just an excuse for mom and dad to 
go to the circus. I love to see the 


twinkle in the elderly peoples' eyes 
because nobody entertains them and 
when I come to patronize the elderly, 
their eyes light up. It fascinates me," 
he said. 


Kelly said, however, there are some 


kids that go to the circus that he en- 
joys. "There are others," he said, "I'd 
like to beat them over the head." 


The Emmett Kelly Jr. Circus de- 


viates from the traditional three-ring 
scenario. 


"If you've got a good act in the ring 


that will hold their attention a child 
w i l l sit there without * running 
around," Kelly said. 


AND THAT'S WHY his circus, 


which tours the country wherever it 
can get booked, is a one-ring show. 
Kelly's circus, which lasts about one 
hour and 45 minutes, features trampo- 
line and trapeze acts, Afghan hounds, 
Rhesus monkeys and, of course, is 
highlighted by Weary Willie. 


The clown originally was created 


more than 40 years ago by Emmett 
Kelly Sr. who drew Weary Willie as a 


Emmett Kelly Jr., a clown king's son... 


silent comic strip character for a Det- 
roit newspaper. Kelly said his father, 
now 78, had a burning ambition to 
bring-Weary Willie to life. The older 
Kelly, whose expertise was on the tra- 
peze, saw his dream come true in the 
1930s and never took to the air again. 


Kelly said the biggest difference be- 


tween the original Weary Willie and 
the hobo clown of 1977 is that the 
more recent version cannot deal as 
freely with comedy as his predecessor 
could. "He (Kelley's dad) used to do 
anything and everything for a good 
laugh," Kelly said. "Now you have to 
watch who's toes you're stepping on. 
There's always someone who is of- 
fended." 


A NATIVE OF Dyersburg, Tenn., 


Kelly comes from a long line of circus 
people. But rather than travel with 
his show business parents as a child, 
he chose to live with relatives in rural 
Illinois and Indiana and go to school. 
It wasn't until 1956, at age 32, thai 
Kelly decided he would love to travel 
and see the country. So he hit the 
road with the circus. 


He began his career as a clown in 


1960 at the Circus City Festival in 
Peru, Ind., and in 1972 the Emmett 
Kelly Jr. Circus was born. 


"I had no training or instruction," 


he said. "Today I'm still amazed at 
how easy the pantomime came to me. 
I feel part of it has to be born in 
you." 


Today, Kelly,, and his wife, Nancy, 


and their dog Spring tour the country 
year-round in a comfortable 40-foot 
camper. 


"We don't know what motels are," 


he said. "This is a complete home. 
There are not too many spots in the 
country that I haven't seen, or at 
least passed through. I love to trav- 
el." 


Kelly turned to his dressing table to 


put on his face, something he hasn't 
done since Dec. 19 when he was in- 
jured in a freak accident while doing 
a show in Long Island. The white face 
is put on first, followed by pink make- 
up for his forehead and cheeks. The 
putty-like red nose is carefully molded 
and cautiously set in place.

Panel hears Ray's bid for hew trial on King slaying 


PETROS, Tenn. 
(UPI) - 
Staff 


members of the House Assassinations 
Committee listened to James Earl 
Ray tell his story of how he was in- 
volved in the slaying of Martin Luther 
King Jr and Ray's attorney said he 
hoped it would help Ray's bid for a 
new trial. 


Ray, serving a 99-year murder sen- 


tence at Brushy Mountain State Pris- 
on for the King assassination, freely 
answered all questions put to him by 
the investigators in a two-hour inter- 
view, said his latest attorney, Jack 
Kershaw of Nashville. 


"He was essentially giving informa- 


tion about his own actions, and this is 
not an attempt to involve anyone 
else," Kershaw said. "These inter- 
views are entirely aimed at getting 


him his day in court, which he has 
been deprived of to this date." 


CHIEF COUNSEL Richard Sprague 


and four qther committee members 
who flew to Tennessee from Washing- 
ton to interview Ray refused to an- 
swer reporters' questions on leaving 
the prison. Sprague is due to report to 
the committee in Washington Wednes- 
day. 


Tuesday's meeting, which Kershaw 


described as the first of several Ray 
plans with the investigators, was held 
in a small office used by the captain 
of the prison guards. 


Kershaw said it was possible that 


Ray would testify later before the full 
committee in Washington concerning 
what he knows about the killing of 
King, felled by a bullet from a high- 


powered rifle as he stood on the balco- 
ny of the Lorraine Motel ait Memphis. 


"THIS MEETING was purely ex- 


ploratory and was confidential as to 
substance," said Kershaw. "The mys- 
terious 'Raoul,' of course, will come 
in for a great deal of discussion." 


Ray says an unidentified person 


he knew as "Raoul" involved him in 
the conspiracy to murder King. Ker- 
shaw said "Raoul" was mentioned 
during Tuesday's discussions. Ker- 
shaw earlier had denied a report that 
Ray's brother Jerry was in fact 
Raoul. 


The attorney said the major signifi- 


cance of Tuesday's meeting was that 
"Congress recognizes that Mr. Ray 
possibly deserves a new trial." 


He said that "it is not likely that 


there will be any surprise information 
until later and that will be the result 
of hard investigative work" to verify 
the information that Ray gives the 
committee. 


Ray was not under oath during the 


interview. 


KERSHAW DISCOUNTED a recent 


report that Ray's younger brother, 
Jerry, was actually the mysterious 
"Raoul" whom Ray has blamed for 
the King murder. 


"No. That is not true," Kershaw 


said. But he said he did know the 
identity of "Raoul." 


"I wish I did. We have two or three 


leads we are checking out. We are 
looking for him in Florida, Alabama, 
Kentucky and Canada," Kershaw 
said. 


David S. Lifton and Jeff Cohen say 
in an article in the April edition of 
New Times magazine that in his testi- 
mony Ray substituted a nonexistent 
"Raoul" for his brother, Jerry. 


KERSHAW SAID Ray would tell in- 


vestigators he had no idea King was 
to be assassinated and that Ray was 
fixing a flat tire when the shot that 
killed King was fired from a run-down 
boarding house across the street from 
the hotel. 


Kershaw said the key to the in- 


vestigation was learning the identity 
of "Raoul" and who "Raoul" worked 


for. 


The attorney said if Ray does testi- 


fy before congressional investigators 
it must be in an open hearing. 


"I insist that he appear in an open 


hearing. I doubt if the commission 
would come here, but under proper 
guard he might go to Washington," 
Kershaw said. 


Asked if Ray would submit to a pol- 


ygraph test, Kershaw said, "We have 
considered that and we have dis- 
cussed that and I'll have an announce- 
ment to make on that later.

said, "I think they're raping the 
people." She favors fuel price con- 
trols. 


Higher heating bills "are just 


part of the whole trend of in- 
flation," said Mrs. Gerry Dierks of 
Des Plaines. Although the cost is 
"not a hardship," she said she 
"has a vague feeling of anxiety 
that one day it will be a prob- 
lem." 


Mrs. Dierks said mandatory in- 


sulation programs would help cut 
energy use and heating bills. 


"We're receiving a lot of calls 


from people who are complaining 
about the size of their heating 
bills," Thomas O'Brien, director 
of consumer affairs for the Illinois 
Commer.ce Commission, said. Al- 
" though some consumers are "just 
horrified by the size of their bill," 
a one-third increase in heating 
costs compared to the previous 
winter can be expected from cold 
weather alone, O'Brien said. 


UNFORTUNATELY 
for 
con- 


sumers, higher oil, gas and other 


energy costs have combined with 
the "coldest winter we've ever 
had" to force heating bills up, 
O'Brien said. He said most billing 
disputes must be resolved be- 
tween the customer and the gas 
or electric utility. The temporary 
ICC moratorium on- service cut- 
offs has ended, O'Brien said. 


Although the ICC has imple- 


mented a plan which allows down- 
on-their-luck consumers to pay 
gas and electric bills in in- 
stallments, relatively few people 
have asked for the service. 


The 8 per cent increase in aver- 


age monthly residential bills — to 
the $22 level — has not caused 
consumer reaction, according to 
Bill Harrah of Commonwealth 
Edison Co., Chicago. 


Harrah said customers who 


have electric space heating saw a 
30 to 40 per cent increase in their 
bills during the past year. Only 
107 customers, or .004 per cent of 
some 2.5 million households ser- 
viced by the utility, asked for the

from Edison.

Illinois briefs 
Board of Elections 
wins execution stay 


The Illinois Supreme Court gave the state Board of Elections 


another stay of execution Tuesday — the day it was scheduled to 
go out of business. The panel now has life until May 11. The board 
was originally supposed to expire March 15 after the court ruled it 
was unconstitutionally structured. It later got a one-week reprieve. 
The court's action gives the legislature, which is nowhere near 
agreement on how the new board should be set up, seven more 
weeks to do the job. The order was issued without comment and 
announced by Supreme Court Clerk Clell Woods. 


Republicans and Democrats, each fearful the other party 


might push through a plan harmful to its own political interests, 
were at odds last week when the Democratic majority in the 
House Elections Committee rejected a GOP plan whose sponsor 
was not even present. 


Gas tax hike pressure mounts 


Pressure for gas tax and license fee increases mounted Tuesday 


in the Illinois General Assembly. 


• Sen. Stanley Weaver, R-Urbana, introduced a bill to hike the 


gas tax by 3 cents a gallon, from 7.5 cents to 10.5 cents. 


• The Motor Vehicle Laws Commission voted to introduce legis- 


lation which would set the cost of all auto license plates at $30 a 
year, abolishing the lower-priced plates now sold to owners of 
(jrnall cars. 


• And Gov. James R. Thompson said he is waiting to look at a 


proposal adopted earlier this week by the Transportation Study 
Commission which would raise $370 million a year in new revenue 
through a 4-cent hike in the gas tax and increases in many vehicle- 
related fees, 


Weaver's bill (S292) would earmark the 3 cents per gallon in 


new tax revenue for repair and rehabilitation of bridges. The pro- 
posal to establish a uniform, $30 license plate fee passed the Motor 
Vehicle Laws Commission on a mumbled voice vote. The commis- 
sion now plans to formally introduce a bill. 


Unlicensed doctor bill to floor 


An Illinois Senate committee Tuesday approved and sent to the 


Senate floor a bill which would allow unlicensed doctors to go on 
working at state mental hospitals until March l, 1978. The Public 
Health, Welfare and Corrections Committee, on a 7-1 vote, sent the 
bill (HB15) to the full Senate. The House passed the measure last 
week. The bill, sponsored in the House by GOP leader George 
Ryan of Kankakee and Speaker William Redmond, D-Bensenville, 
would allow the Department of Mental Health more time to "gear 
up for an alternative approach to this problem," according to 
department Director Robert deVito. 


DeVito said 148 foreign-trained doctors, 30 of them psychiatrists, 


failed late last year to pass a qualifying exam in preparation for 
state licensing tests. Under the bill, the unlicensed doctors would 
be dismissed on March 1. 1978 if they do not pass the licensing 
examination. DeVito said he would then begin looking for licensed 
doctors to replace those who fail the licensing test or refuse to 
take it.

Cop dies seeking 
girl who was safe 


A policeman searching for a 6-year-old girl who forgot to tell her 


parents she was staying overnight with friends was crushed to 
death Tuesday by a Milwaukee Road passenger train during a 
blinding snowstorm. Sgt. Michael Palese, 45, an 18-year depart- 
ment veteran, was kit led instantly, smashed into an abutment 
while trying to outracc the train on a trestle, authorities said. 
Palese was one of 20 officers and a canine unit searching for 
Patricia Ann Dunne, a first-grade pupil at Scammon Elementary 
School. Her parents reported her missing when she failed to come 
home from ciasses Monday afternoon. 


Patrolman Michael A. Walsh said he and Palese were walking 


along the tracks near Kilbourn Park on Chicago's Northwest Side 
about 12:45 a.m. when a Milwaukee Road passenger train trapped 
them on the trestle. Walsh said he shouted to Palese and then 
leaped to safety. Walsh, taken to Northwest Hospital suffering 
from shock, said snow and high winds prevented them from seeing 
the train in time. He said a four-foot abutment blocked Palese 
from jumping out of the way.

James Thompson Thursday to express opposition to 
plans to expand correctional facilities within the county. Sue Pack, 
chairman of the committee, said Tuesday five or six people in- 
cluding the county sheriff and state's attorney expect to meet with 
Thompson in Chicago. During the weekend 700 Kane County resi- 
dents met with Thompson at Geneva High School. 


Plans under consideration by the Department of Corrections call 


for changing the youth center at Valley View to a medium security 
prison for 17-lo 25-year-olds, making the Geneva youth facility a 
prison for women and doubling the number of inmates at the St. 
Charles Youth Center. 


New county 'might not be worth it' 1

3 die in shootings at Loop building 


A man shot'and killed his estranged 


wife and another1 woman in a -broker- 
age firm at the Board of Trade Build- 
ing in Chicago Tuesday, then pointed 
the gun at his head and killed himself. 


The shootings took place shortly af- 


ter 10 a.m. in the offices of Bache 
Halsey Stuart Inc. on the 19th floor of 
the building in the heart of the Loop. 


Roy Whitby, 32, shot his wife, Shir- 


ley, 28, twice in the head as sb» 
worked in a teletype room with 30 
other employes of'the brokerage firm, 
police said. 


"SHIRLEY'S BEEN shot," shouted 


Tamara Clark, 25, a fellow employe, 


as she ran screaming from the room. 
Whitby chased her down in an adjoin- 
ing room and shot her twice in the 
head and leg, police said. 


Whitby then turned the gun, a .22 


caliber revolver, on himself. 


Ms. Clark, of Chicago, was taken to 


Northwestern 
Memorial 
Hospital, 


where she died after being taken to 
surgery. 


Paul Levon, a commodity clerk in 


the office at the time of the shooting, 
said, "Tammy ran from the wire 
room and was yelling 'Shirley's been 
shot' and then this black guy waving 
a gun started chasing her. 


"HE CAUGHT HER in an office 


about 50 feet away. I heard some 
more shots and then he came out, 
went back to the wire room and shot 
himself," Levon said. 


Police Capt. Lawrence Lyons said 


Mrs. Whitby apparently was in the 
process of divorcing her husband and 
that he blamed her co-workers for 
their problems. 


A brokerage house spokesman said 


the shooting delayed trade at the 
Board of Trade and the Chicago Board 
Options Exchange, until teletype ser- 
vice could be restored.

scored in the 66th percentile. The na- 
tional average is at the 50th per- 
centile. 


Dist. 59's objective this year was to 


be at or better than the national aver- 
age at the district level and this ob- 
jective was met, Harner said. 


"Over-all we're very pleased, but 


there are weaknesses and we're ad- 
dressing these," he said 


One area of weakness, especially 


for sixth and eighth graders, is math 
stalls. Swanson suggested the math 
scores may be low because the dis- 
trict's math curriculum is empha- 
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sizing metric education while the 
Iowa tests are more oriented to tradi- 
tional math. 


"WE HAVE TO seriously ask our- 


selves whether we're teaching what's 
being tested and whether we're teach- 
ing it at the grade level it's being test- 
ed at.'i Board Pres. Judith Zanca 
said. 


Teachers and principals have had 


workshops to discuss what items and 
skills the Iowa tests are testing, 
whether teachers consider these areas 
important, whether they are included 
in the district's curriculum and how 
children are scoring, Harner said. 


It already has been discovered that 


the Iowa tests are testing capital- 
ization before the district is teaching 
it, which explains why third graders 
ranked in the 33rd percentile in this 
area, he said. Having noted this, first 
and second grade teachers are begin- 
ning to hit upon capitalization, he 
said. 


All schools m the district are draw- 


ing up or submitting plans to correct 
the weaknesses test scores have re- 
vealed. A districtwide program for 
improved instruction will be pre- 
sented to the board of education in 
May, Swanson said.

The blue-jean clad bodies of two women kidnaped last week 


were found Tuesday in a shallow grave about 10 miles northwest 
of Sallisan, Okla. The highway patrol identified the bodies of Kend- 
al Gaither Ashmore and Kathy Anne Brown, missing since Thurs- 
day. Both women were fully clothed and had their hands and fee 
bound. Towels were tied around their throats. A preliminary medi- 
cal examination indicated they probably had been strangled. Au- 
thorities had been searching for them since Friday when an at- 
tempt to pay a $500,000 ransom failed. Larry Eugene Chaney, 34, 
an ex-convict who made several unsuccessful attempts to borrow 
money from a bank once controlled by Mrs. Ashmore's husband, 
has been charged with kidnaping and was held in lieu of $1 million 
bond. 


Ethics bill OKs stocks, bonds 


The Senate voted Tuesday to limit certain outside earnings for 


members under a new ethics code, but to let them continue mak- 
ing as much as they can from stocks, bonds and other in- 
vestments. The action, in two showdown votes, gave a clear victo- 
ry to Democratic and Republican leaders, and cleared.the way for 
passage of a Senate code much like the one adopted by 'the House 
early this month. Critics in both parties, led by Sen. Edmund 
Muskie, D-Malne, tried initially to write a flat $8,625 limit, or 15 
per cent of a senator's $57,500 salary, on all outside income rather 
than a mere ceiling on earnings from "personal services" such as 
speeches. That move, first in the four-day-old debate on the ethics 
issue, was beaten by 67 to 29. 


The same forces then attempted to strike out the restriction 


entirely and to continue with present rules setting a $25,000 annual 
limit on speech making honoraria but no restrictions on "unearned 
income" from investments. That was defeated by a 62 to 35 mar- 
gin. 


Hanoi to return ex-CIA agent 


The White House commission on Missing in Action returned to 


Washington from Southeast Asia Tuesday and announced Hanoi 
plans to return the remains of a former CIA agent and a service- 
man in another good will gesture. Former Senate Democratic 
leader Mike Mansfield said en route home from Honolulu he be- 
lieved the nine-day diplomatic mission helped give the United 
States "a new beginning" In Southeast Asia. 


Commission chairman Leonard Woodcock, president of the 


United Auto Workers, told reporters President Carter commended 
the five-member team for a job "well done." He said he spoke to 
Carter by telephone before leaving Honolulu for Washington. He 
intends to present the President the team's report on its visits to 
Hanoi and Vientiane on Thursday. 


Lockheed probe domestic, too 


Federal authorities are investigating Lockheed Aircraft Corp. 


for possible political contributions in the United States and person- 
al use of corporate funds, federal court records showed Tuesday. 
It was the first revelation of the domestic focus of the inquiry, 
which began as a civil matter 21 months ago before developing into 
a criminal Investigation under direction of a Justice Department 
task force. The Securities and Exchange Commission filed the 
documents about the intent of the investigation in U.S. District 
Court as part of its attempt to get testimony from Lockheed's 
chief counsel, John H. Martin. A hearing is scheduled March 29 
before Judge John Pratt to determine whether Martin must an- 
swer the questions.

Quake casualty toll rises 


The casualty toll rose steadily Tuesday as reports filtered in 


from southern Iran where a major earthquake jarred a vast area 
along the Persian Gulf. The state radio reported 60 dead. Bandar 
Abbas, a port on the Persian Gulf 650 miles south of Tehran, 
appeared the hardest hit with most major buildings damaged. 
"People ran screaming with panic into the streets," one witness 
said. 


The 60-mile-Iong island of Qeshm, where Shah Mohammed Reza 


Pahlavi maintains a royal estate on the Strait of Hormuz was 
shaken but there were no reports of damage or injuries. The Shah 
and his family were vacationing over the Persian New Year at the 
estate, where the Shah entertained former Vice President Nelson 
Rockefeller last year. The main tremor registered 7 on the open- 
ended Richter scale and was followed by some 50 aftershocks. 


Fidel to hike Mozambique ties 


Cuban leader Fidel Castro Tuesday vowed to strengthen ties 


with Marxist Mozambique to bolster the former Portuguese colony 
against Its "enemies" in Rhodesia and South Africa, Radio Mo- 
zambique reported. Castro and Mozambican President Samora 
Machel visited the port city of Beira, 480 miles north of here, on 
the final day of the Cuban's two-day visit to Mozambique.

Outlook dim for 12 lost crewmen 


CAMP LEJEUNE, N.C. (UPI) - 


Little hope remained Tuesday for 
finding alive any of the 12 missing 
crewmen from a Panamanian tanker 
that was blown in half by an explosion 
apparently triggered by a spark from 
a welder's torch. 


Eighteen survivors from the 711-foot 


Claude Conway were found clinging to 
wreckage about 125 miles southeast of 


Wilmington Monday and were brought 
to a Navy medical facility at Camp 
LeJeune. 


Nine other members of the total 


crew of 39 were picked up by a pass- 
ing merchant vessel, the Limon, 
which was en route to Baltimore. 


THE TANKER was bound from 


New York to Freeport, Bahamas, with 
546,000 gallons of oil when a welder's 


torch apparently touched off gas 
fumes deep in the huge ship's hold. 


Both the bow and stern sections of 


the vessel remained afloat after the 
explosion, but rough seas prevented 
the Coast Guard from putting teams 
aboard to check on the possibility of 
salvage. 


The Coast Guard conceded there 


was little hope of finding any of the 
missing 12 — some of whom were be- 


lieved killed in the explosion — but 
search efforts were continued no- 
netheless. 


Five-foot seas and 25-knot winds 


were reported in the search area. 


The Coast Guard kept two cutters, 


the New York-based Dallas and the 
Conifer from Morehead City, on the 
scene, but until the weather im- 
proved, there was little the cutters 
could do.

Gandhi concedes defeat 
tvith good wishes to victors 


NEW DELHI, India (UPI) - Prime 


Minister Indira Gandhi publicly con- 
ceded defeat Tuesday in a "spirit of 
humility" and offered her "good wish- 
es" to the first non-Congress party 
government to be formed in India's 
history. 


In her first statement since she lost 


her seat in parliament and her Con- 
gress'party its 30-yuar rule over an 
independent India, Mrs. Gandhi said 
she respected "the collective judg- 
ment of the people." 


Mrs Gandhi, in submitting her res- 


ignation to Acting President B. D 
Jatti along with those of her govern- 
ment, agreed to stay on as caretaker 
until a new government Is formed 
' 


HER RESIGNATION came one day 


after voting returns showed the oppo- 
sition Janata (People's) party had 
won a plurality in the 542-member 
Parliament and was likely to earn an 
outright majority. 


In a statement, Mrs Ghandi offered 


"good wishes to the new government 
that will be formed." 


' The collective judgment of the 


people must he respected. My col- 


leagues and I accept their verdict un- 
reservedly and in a spirit of humili- 
ty,"she said 


Mrs 
Gandhi, daughter of India's 


first prime minister Jawaharal Neh- 
ru, had been Premier since Jan. 24, 
1966, succeeding the late Lai Bahadur 
Shaslri who died in Tashkent one day 
after signing a Soviet-mediated agree- 
ment with Pakistani President Ayub 
Khan to end the two nations' war over 
Kashmir.

County Circuit Court. 


A Lake County coroner's jury was 


empaneled Monday to determine the 
cause of death of Miss Butler, whose 
body was discovered near her car in a 
secluded area in eastern Lake Forest 
at 11 45 p.m. Sunday by Lake Forest 
police. 


Chief Gilbert said his department 


had called Gutierrez into the station 
for questioning Monday because he 
apparently was the last person to see 
the victim alive Gutierrez had been 
acquainted with the girl for some 
tune, said the chief, and had appar- 
ently been with her on the evening of 
her death 


DURING THE questioning, 
dis- 


crepancies were noted in the story 
told by Gutierrez, who then admitted 
some po>tions of what happened Sun- 
day evening, said the chief 
Police 


also had physical evidence that linked 
Gutierrez with the case, Gilbert said, 
adding that death occurred between 
about 8 and 10 p m Sunday night 


The cororor's office conducted an 


autopsy Monday and a spokesman 
said the date of the inquest into the 
death is pending receipt of informa- 
tion from the Northern Illinois Crime 
Laboratory in Highland Park 


The Lake Forest chief said Munde- 


lein police aided in the investigation, 
providing background information on 
the victim and Gutierrez 


The victim was found about 100 feet 


away from her car, which was parked 
in a "no parking" area on south 
Circle Lane, a deadend street in an 
area where a new subdivision is being 
built, said Gilbert. 


THE CHIEF SAID police had pa- 


trolled the area Sunday and had not 
seen he parked car when they went by 
the street at 8 p m. that day. 


When police spotted the parked ear 


later, they made a search of the area 


in an attempt to locate the driver and 
found Miss Butler's body 


Gilbert said Gutierrez apparently 


had been with Miss Butler in her car 
and he either walked or hitchhiked 
back to his home in rural Mundelein. 


Miss Butler was a former Munde- 


lein High School student and had been 
employed at the Program Packaging 
Co in Deerfield.-

Treasure hunters bet on crevice 


WHITE SANDS, NM (UPI)'- A 


professional treasure hunter Tuesday 
said the best gamble in the search for 
a vast horde ot gold bes in a fissure 
which slices into Victorio Peak. 


Norman Scott of Expeditions Unlim- 


ited, which has until Monday to find 
some evidence of legendary treasure, 
said the search would continue at sev- 
eral sites around the peak But he 
said the best chance of success was at 
Victorio Peak. 


"If this story is so, all information 


that I have been given tends to sup- 
port the fact that if there is a room of 
gold 
. it is going to be in the lower 


reaches of Vicky Peak," Scott said 


THE CREVICE, named Snake Hole, 


leads 320 feet into the desert peak. 
Several of Scott's workers said they 
found two caves, which they dubbed 


the Dome Room and Ring Room, at 
the end of the fault. 


No evidence of a gold treasure re- 


portedly worth several billions of dol- 
lars has been found, but there has 
been evidence of mining. 


One of those who went inside, for- 


mer Air Force Capt. Leonard Fiege of 
Milwaukee, said he believes there is a 
treasure room further down the cre- 
vice Fiege has said he found three 
piles of metal bars in the room in the 
late 1950s when he was stationed at 
nearby Holloman Air Force Base. 


Fiege, who passed a government he 


detector test of his story, said he did 
not know if the bars were gold or 
lead 


THE DOME and Ring Rooms lead 


off the main fault deep inside the 
peak Inside the Dome Room, named 


because of its 50-foot high ceiling, 
workers have found names scratched 
into the wall and a campsite 


The Ring Room, which Fiege said 


he thinks leads to the treasure room 
beyond a cave-in, was named for sev- 
eral eyebolts wedged into holes in the 
walls It was theorized the bolts were 
used in a mining operation, possibly a 
1963 effort to locate the gold. 


Workmen took a dozen photographs 


of the interior of the shafts, which will 
be used for orientation and to pinpoint 
locations on rough maps drawn of the 
crevice and rooms. 


Among the claimants to the treas- 


ure is Ova Noss, 80, who has been at 
the site daily. She says she was mar- 
ried to Milton E. "Doc" Noss when he 
claimed to have found a huge cache of 
gold bars in 1937.

EPA gets tough with controls 


WASHINGTON (UP1) - Environ- 


m e n t a l protection chief Douglas 
Costle, urging "haste but not... pan- 
ic," launched a crackdown Tuesday 
on 17 threatening chemicals including 
fluorocarbon gas from spray cans and 
a fire retardant used in children's 
sleepwear. 


In a double-barrel action after less 


than two weeks on the job, Costle also 
ordered the recall of 133,000 Cadil- 
lacs because they spew out up to 
three thnes the legal level of carbon 
monoxide. 


The chemicals involved in the 


crackdown are suspected or proven 
cancer-causing agents, while some 
are poisons and others are suspected 
of producing genetic or nerve dam- 
age. Costle said they may cause "si- 
lent epidemics of cancer and other 
health risks." 


COSTLE PROMISED new Environ- 


mental Protection Agency regulations 
next month on two of the chemicals 
—PCB, used in plastic; and chlorof- 
luorcarbons, used as spray can pro- 
pellant. 


He said he is launching "serious ex- 


amination" of the others as the first 


step toward regulatory action. They 
include arsenic, lead, mercury, as- 
bestos, and the flame retardant Iris 
used in children's clothing but under 
investigation as a cause of cancer. 


The recall order applied to the 1975 


Cadillac Sedan De Vicce, Coupe de 
Ville, Eldorado, Calais, Brougham and 
Fleetwood' with a 500 cubic inch en- 
gine and an early model carburetor. 
Costle praised Cadillac's voluntary co- 
operation and said General Motors will 
modify the carburetors at no cost to 
owners.

Arms talks still possible: Carter 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - President 


Carter believes the United States can 
conduct "serious and constructive" 
negotiations with the Soviet Union de- 
spite deep differences over human 
rights, his chief spokesman said Tues- 
day. 


Carter, through Press Sec, Jody 


Powell, responded mildly — but at 
some length — to Soviet leader Leonid 
Brezhnev's warning Monday that U.S. 
statements on human rights are an 
"intolerable" Interference in Soviet 
affairs. 


"We do not object to Soviet com- 


ments on differences within our own 
country," Powell said. 


"BUT WE FRANKLY state that, for 


our own part, we will not allow this 
open and healthy debate to stand in 
the way of our strong and publicly ex- 
pressed desire to negotiate seriously 
and in good faith to reduce the burden 
of the arms race on the American and 
Soviet people, and to reduce the 
threat of nuclear destruction," 


He said Carter believes Brezhnev's 


remarks will not have an adverse ef- 
fect on Sec. of State Cyrus Vance's 
trip to Moscow next week. State Dept. 
spokesmen issued a similar comment. 


Sen. 
Alfln Cranston, D-Callf., said 


Carter told Democratic leaders Tues- 
day he doubted Brezhnev's speech 
was as ominous as it seemed. Crans- 
ton quoted Carter as saying: 


"Some people are concerned every 


time Brezhnev sneezes." 


At his news briefing, Powell said 


Carter welcomes Soviet statements, 
even though critical, about America. 
He also said Carter Is "bemused" by 
criticism from American columnists 
on his human rights Initiates, and be- 
lieves he has the support of the Amer- 
ican people on this issue. 


"IN THE DEBATE on human rights 


the differences between the United 
States and the Soviet Union are well- 
known, well-publicized and have exis- 
ted for some time and are likely to 
continue to exist in the future," Pow- 
ell said. 


He said a second — and, in Carter's

(human rights) issue to be important 
enough to stand alone without rela- 
tionship to other matters," Powell 
said, "and that it is important that 
this country make its strong support 
of human rights and individual liber- 
ties known." 


Powell read from prepared re- 


marks. He said he had checked some 
of his words with Carter and the en- 
tire statement with the National Se- 
curity Council staff. 


said he plans a review of every pro- 
gram in bis agency and may tighten 
some of 'the many pollution control 
standards he inherited. He said the 
crackdown on poisonous or hazardous 
chemicals is one'of his top priority 
projects. 


"WE 
HAVE 
NEGLECTED 
the 


subtle but lethal effects of chemicals 
for decades," Costle said. 


"Now we must extend the frontiers 


of scientific knowledge to 
evaluate 


what those risks really are and find 
ways to control them. We must act in 
haste but not in panic." 


Costle acknowledged that minimal 


risks "are inescapable," but said the 
EPA is zeroing in on "chemical sub- 
stances for which there exists signifi- 
cant evidence of injury to human 
health or the environment. 


"I want an intensive examination of 


those chemicals — how they travel 
through the environment, how we get 
exposed to them, what is the effect of 
the exposure, and what are our op- 
tions for bringing them under control 
or finding substitutes for them."

in Carter policy 


Pres. Jimmy Carter's state- 


ment on human rights to the 
United Nations last week goes a 
long way toward reaffirming the 
hopes and values the U.N. once 
represented. 


• In addition, by placing the 
United States squarely in a lead- 
ership role on the issue of hu- 
man rights, Carter has contin- 
ued his efforts to restore the 
faith and pride the American 
people feel toward their govern- 
ment. 


The Carter speech, which af- 


firmed 
that no nation "can 


claim that mistreatment of its 
citizens is solely its own busi- 
ness" has been attacked as 
"Messianic" by a top Soviet offi- 
cial. In Latin America, five 
countries have struck back at 
Carter criticism of their human 
rights policies by refusing to ac- 
cept military aid — a strange 
sort of reprisal when all is con- 
sidered. 


In the U.N. speech Carter 


made it clear he will not let 
practical — and cynical — con- 
siderations silence his outspoken 
defense of human rights. 


. Speaking to the international 
forum which is today 
often 


dominated by blocs of Third 
World countries governed by op- 
pressive 
dictatorships. Carter 


reminded the world of the ideals 


on which the U.N. was founded 
in 1945. 


Carter said, "All the signa- 


tories of the U.N. Charter have 
pledged themselves to observe 
and respect basic human rights. 
Thus, no member of the United 
Nations can claim that mis- 
treatment ot its citizens is solely 
its own business. Equally, no 
member can avoid its responsi- 
bilities to review and to speak 
when torture or unwarranted 
deprivation of freedom occurs in 
any part of the world." 


While continuing to speak out 


on human rights, Carter made 
clear his commitment to arms 
control. Cautious diplomats have 
warned he may jeopardize his 
chances to accomplish that if he 
continues to speak out on human 
rights. 


Carter seems willing to run 


that risk because of his con- 
viction that defending human 
rights is the morally correct 
stance to take. 


It has been many years since 


Americans have been able to 
believe their government's for- 
eign policy has been based on a 
sense of right and wrong rather 
than expedience. 


The change is a welcome one, 


and one which should, ultimate- 
ly, increase the respect with 
which Ameica is regarded by 
both friends and enemies. 


Carter avoids politicos 


Pres. Jimmy Carter's recent 


eiforts to keep in contact with 
the people have had one com- 
mon denominator — the events 
were not staged to help local pol- 
iticians. 


Carter has had valuable ex- 


changes with citizens through 
the call-in show and the town 
meeting. These activities have 
more potential for benefiting the 
President than visiting with poli- 
ticians on the so-called "rubber 
chicken circuit" of political ban- 
quets. 


While anything a president 


does is "political" in one way or 
another, Carter's avoidance of 
the traditional political events 
may be bad news for politicos 
anxious to capitalize on the 
President's popularity. 


Carter has already told Cook 


County Democrats he won't ap- 
pear at a big fund-raising dinner 
in Chicago. 


If that isn't good news for the 


politicians, it is good news for 
the public. Carter should keep 
up his current efforts. 


No school income tax

zen at tax time: a new form to 
fill out to pay income tax to the 
local school district.

Dr. Walker 


won a medal 


and outrage 


She was tiny and 'Slender, a grin- 


ning imp. She wore men's clothing 
and a high silk hat, a wing collar and 
a black bow be. This was Doctor 
Mary Edwards Walker, the only wom- 
an ever to win the Congressional Med- 
al of Honor. 


In almost every facet of her person- 


ality, Dr. Walker was unusual. She 
taught school near Oswego, New 
York, when she was only 16. In an era 
— 1850 — when advanced education 
for women was considered a waste of 
time, Mary Walker took the entrance 
examinations to become a physician 
at the Syracuse Medical College. 


The faculty, in its most indulgent 


tone, begged the girl not to do it. 
Medicine was a field for men. Mary 
said that if she passed with high 
marks, they could not keep her out of 
school. She passed. The faculty be- 
came grim and silent. 


IN 1855, HER high grades got her a 


certificate to practice as a surgeon- 
physician. She stood on a box to dis- 
sect cadavers. Mary set up a practice 
in Columbus, Ohio. Her only patients 
were enfeebled women. She moved to 
Rome, New York. The male doctors 
made fun of her. 


She married early, but her husband 


was unsympathetic. Mary was bright, 
clever, but he wanted a wife at home 
in hoopskirts. The doctor said that ono 
of the reasons she wore men's cloth- 
ing was because hoopskirts were "im- 
modest and revealing," and corsets 
were nothing more than "iron bands" 
designed to imprison females. 


Mary won a divorce. She vowed to 


spend her life fighting female attire 
("unhygienic") and male arrogance 
in denying women the right to vote. 
The establishment thought it could 
laugh Mary Walker offstage, but it 
didn't work. 


YOUNG RUFFIANS pelted her with 


eggs. She was arrested in New York 
on a charge of impersonating a man. 
An editorial writer, with biting scorn, 
referred to her as the only "self-made 
man in the world." 


If Mary Walker wept, no one saw it. 


Under the high silk hat, she kept the 
hair on her neck long and curled "so 
everyone will know I'm a woman." A 
big newspaper clarioned: "What must 
be demanded by all who have the in- 
terests of the Republic at heart is the 
refeminization of Dr. Walker. Her 
trousers must be taken from her — 
where and how is, of course, a matter 
of detail." 


When the Civil War began, Dr. 


Walker hurried to Washington to de- 
mand a commission as an army sur- 
geon. It was refused. The generals 
said she could be a nurse. Walker said 
she was as good a doctor as any man. 


SHE SERVED at Warrenton, Vir- 


ginia. She replaced an army doctor at 
Chattanooga. She amputated legs and 
arms in front line tents. For a time, 
she served as a Union spy. A Con- 
federate patrol captured Dr. Walker 
in 1863. She was sent to a prison in 
Richmond. 


In an exchange of prisoners, Dr. 


Walker was sent north, as she told it 
proudly: "Man for man." It was the 
mercurial President Andrew Johnson 
who awarded the coveted Medal of 
Honor. Mary Walker wore it on her 
lapel every day of her life. 


She had earned it, even though the 


War Department was nebulous in its 
citation: 


"For service above and beyond the 


call of duty." Whatever that service 
was, no one wanted it after the war. 


DR. WALKER preached 
voting 


rights for women. She preached that 
educating females was not a waste of 
time, but a necessity. A woman, she 
insisted, should be ready to support 
herself. Then came the heresy: "... 
they should receive equal pay for 
equal work instead of the pittance 
paid for women's work." 


She was hooted everywhere, and 


Mary went broke. She begged for a 
job as a government clerk, but the 
politicians found a means of denying 
it to her. In 1898, grudgingly, the War 
Department gave their Medal of Hon- 
or winner a pension of $20 a month. 


Dr. Walker seemed tinier in her 80s, 


when she returned to the family farm 
near Oswego. Some citizens plotted to 
tar and feather the doctor, but she re- 
mained indoors. The final humiliation 
occurred when the government stated 
that awarding her the nation's highest 
honor had been a mistake. She was 
ordered to return the medal. 


Dr. Walker wore it every day. 


"Once," she said when she was 87, 
"presidents, cabinet ministers and 
generals were glad to meet me and 
listen to me." 
The impish smile 


floated up. "I was younger then." 


She died, a rebel to the last. This 


year,'the Congress will vote whether 
to restore the precious medal she car- 
ried to the grave...

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Options—legal gamble or low risk: 
Wall Street controversy continues 


NEW YORK (UPP - In the four 


years since their Introduction to the 
Investing public in listed trading on 
exchanges, stock options have been as 
controversial a form of investing as 
they have been popular. 


Options are legalized gambling — or 


a means of making money while lim- 
iting risk; they undermine the pur- 
pose of stock markets — or they are a 
way to bring investors back to the 
market. Each characterization has 
camps or supporters in Wail Street, 
Washington, academia. 


The fixed views have kept the con- 


troversy going since call options — 
the rights to buy shares of stock at a 
fixed pHce within a specific time — 
were first listed on the Chicago Board 
Options Exchange in 1973. The debate 
is likely to quicken as the Securities 
and Exchange Commission has au- 
thorized the first exchange — listed 
put options — allowing the holder to 
sell stock at a specific price within a 
specific time — starting this summer. 


THE FIVE OPTIONS exchanges 


and many brokers put options as the 
natural adjunct to calls that will mul- 
tiply investment strategies. Options 
have helped brokers fill the commis- 


sion gap caused by negotiated rates 
on securities transactions since 1975. 


The New York Stock Exchange, the 


nation's premiere securities market- 
place, has decided it can't ignore the 
newcomer any longer and will give 
options a try itself or perhaps get into 
the business through a merger with 
the American Stock Exchange. 


And the National Assn. of Securities 


Dealers announced It will start an op- 
tions program this summer in 10 over- 
the-counter securities. 


Still not everyone is comfortable 


with option mania. 


"I'M NOT CRITICAL of the in- 


dustry trying to develop new products 
to supply to the consumer," says Rob- 
ert P. Colin, executive vice president 
of the securities firm of Faulkner, 
Dawkins & Sullivan.

Milk support hike 
to be 8c a gallon 


Agriculture Sec. Bob Bergland said Tuesday he will raise gov- 


ernment milk supports 6 cents a gallon April 1 in hopes that higher 
prices this year will prevent shortages and even higher retail 
prices in the future. The increase is expected to cause retail prices 
to jump 6 to 8 cents a gallon. Rep. Paul Findley, R-I11., said it 
probably will cost consumers $800 million a year. Bergland esti- 
mated it will add $3,000 to the annual cash receipts of a typical 
small dairy farmer with a 40-cow herd. Questioned at a news 
conference, Bergland said President Carter approved the 9 per 
cent increase instead of a 5 per cent hike recommended by the 
National Milk Producers Federation "partly" to keep a campaign 
promise to Wisconsin dairy farmers. 


Diabetics to hurt in saccharin ban 


Scientists testified Tuesday that the medical benefits of saccha- 


rin, particularly for the nation's 11 million diabetics, outweigh the 
bladder cancer risk which prompted a proposed ban on the sweet- 
ener. Dr. Arnold Brown, a teacher at the Mayo Medical School, 
was asked in a House health subcommittee hearing if diabetes can 
be controlled without artificial sweeteners. "It's possible," Brown 
replied, "but it's awfully tough." Another scientist, former Food 
and Drug Administration commissioner Herbert Ley, predicted 
that public protests will cause the FDA to delay its proposed 
saccharin ban "considerably" beyond the current July target date. 


Sears to metric by 1985 


Sears, Roebuck & Co plans to convert all its house brands to 


metric sizes by 1985, company President A Dean Swift has report- 
ed. Swift said the company, the nation's largest retailer, hopes its 
suppliers will move to metric with Sears. "Three quarters of all 
American adults walk through a Sears store in a single year. That 
means that we have a great opportunity to battle, confuse or assist 
most of the American population," he said. 


Fitzsiinmons subject to inquiries 


Labor Sec. Ray Marshall said Tuesday the resignation of Team- 


sters Pres. Frank Fltzsimmons as trustee of the union's biggest 
pension fund does not preclude further legal action by the govern- 
ment. Marshall said the Labor Dept. also will look into charges 
raised by a Senate subcommittee that Fitzsimmons allowed his 
son, Donald, to promote a Me insurance swindle of union members. 
FiUslmmons acknowledged that he knew his son was involved but 
there was no connection with the union. Marshall also criticized 
the Ford administration's effort to investigate alleged wrongdoing 
by trustees of the Teamsters' $1.4 billion Central States pension 
fund. "The over-all management of it was not satisfactory from 
the government side," he told reporters. 


Adams to be tough on fuel rules 


Transportation Sec. Brock Adams Tuesday served notice on the 


auto Industry he intends to take a tough line toward enforcing 
Improved fuel efficiency standards through 1985. Adams said he 
believes an average 27.5-mile per gallon standard "must be met" 
by 1985 despite industry protests they consider it almost impos- 
sible.

Meat sales after 6 p.m.? 
Don't count on it yet 


Consumers might not be any closer 


to night meat purchases, despite the 
Berwyn City Council's recent vote to 
pass an ordinance allowing fresh 
meat sales after 6 p.m. 
- 


The council vote Monday was aimed 


at overturning the ban on night meat 
sales which has been included in con- 
tract agreements between Chicago 
area retailers and the Amalgamated 
Meat Cutters Union. 


"Just because a village passes an 


ordinance doesn't mean it can violate 
a union contract," said Larry Nau- 
mann of Dominick's Finer Foods. 


"If we have an agreement, we're 


bound by that first," Naumann said. 
He added that Dominick's food store 
chain has no outlets in Berwyn. 


Night meat sales will be a major 


issue in contract talks slated in the 
fall, Naumann said. That's when the 
current three-year contract between 
local butchers and food retailers will 
end.

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Sizzling Bulls steamroll Lakers, 102-86

The white-hot Bulls, who may have 


forgotten how to lose, ripped off their 
fifth win in a row and 13th in their 
last 14th tries Tuesday as they meth- 
odically picked apart Kareem Abdul- 
Jabbar and the Los Angeles Lakers, 
102-86. before the largest basketball 
crowd in Chicago history. 


A total of 21,046 jammed the Sta- 


dium to see the promised matchup be- 
tween the two touted sky giants, the 
7-2 Jabbar and 7-2 Artis Gilmore of 
the Bulls. 


But the matchup really never had a 


chance to get going as Jabbar picked 
up three fouls early in the contest and 
played only six minutes in the first 


half. But the Bulls couldn't take ad- 
vantage of Jabbar's absence 'and led 
only 45-41 at the half. That had Bulls 
coach Ed Badger concerned. 


"I WAS WORRIED at halftime," he 


explained. "L.A. was hanging in there 
without him (Jabbar)." 


Badger pointed to the crowd as a 


factor in the Bulls' win. "It was like 
having a sixth man out there. They 
(crowd) were super," he said. 


But the Bulls effort failed to cut any 


ice in their race for the final NBA 
playoff spot as Kansas City shot down 
high flying Golden State, 126-113, 
Tuesday night. The Bulls still trail the 
Kings by 1V4 games but did manage 
to gain a game on losing Seattle, who 


now trail Chicago in the playoff race 
by one full game. 
' 


The Bulls blew the game open in the 


third quarter as they took a 17-point 
lead with 2:52 left in the period when 
Mickey Johnson hit one of two free 
throws to make it 72-55. 


ALL FIVE BULLS starters hit for 


double figures, led by guard Wilbur 
Holland's game leading 24 points. Hol- 
land has now scored in double figures 
in 25 straight games. 


Rookie Bull forward Scott May was 


asked after the contest if the Bulls 
were playing with the same kind of 
intensity he had experienced last year 
with Indiana as the Hoosiers were 
gunning for the NCAA title. "Not 


yet," was 'May's abrupt reply. "But 
it's getting close." 


The Lakers, the winningest team in 


basketball with a 44-27 record, passed 
the Bulls at 12-11 and 16-15 in the ear- 
ly going, then never led again, going 
down to their third defeat in four tries 
this year on the Stadium floor. 


The win marked the 16th time in the 


last 20 games the Bulls have gone 
over the 100-point total while limiting 
their opponents, to under the century 
mark 14 times during that span. 


HOLLAND'S EFFORT was com' 


plemented by 19 points from Gdlmore, 
18 from May and 13 from. Mickey 
Johnson, who led all rebounders with 
16. 


Jabbar was held to 18 points, 10 be- 


low his average. Earl Tahim also net- 
ted 18 for the Lakers. 


Elsewhere in the NBA Tuesday 


night, the Kings' .win behind Brian 
Taylor's 33 points^ snapped a two- 
game K.C. losing streak. The Kings 
trailed 86-84 at the end of three quar- 
ters, but rookie Rich Washington took 
charge in the final period by scoring 
15 of his 24 game points. The loss was 
the third in four games for Golden 
State.

poured in 29 points, including two key 
field-goals in the final minutes, to 
give the Cavaliers a 108-104 win over 


the Supersonics. The Sonics cut the 
Cleveland lead to one point with 40 
seconds left in the game, but couldn't 
close.

Deeded the starting hot 
corner position by manager Bob Lem- 
on, Bell's approach to spring training 
is to work "like I have to fight for the 
position." 


Things have happened fast for the

Charges dropped in case 
against pitcher Marshall 


LANSING, Mich. (UPI) - A prose- 


cutor dropped criminal misdemeanor 
charges Tuesday against Atlanta 
Braves relief pitcher Mike Marshall, 
who was locked in a dispute with 
Michigan State University over the 
use of sports facilities. 


Ingham County Prosecutor Peter 


Houk said he will not seek a new trial 
on a charge that Marshall interferred 
with a university activity more than a 
year ago. Marshall used a batting- 
pitching cage in defiance of college 
officials. 


The original one-week trial on that 


charge, during which Marshall acted 
as his own attorney, ended in a hung 
jury. 


Houk said he had also decided to 


drop three other charges that never 
came to trial, including one of ma- 
licious destruction of university prop- 
erty. 


"For the last year, Mr. Marshall 


has been absolutely scrupulous in 


complying with university regulations 
with regard to property," Houk said. 
"I'm just not convinced that trying 
these cases, where there was no phys- 
ical harm or property damage, is a 
wise use of resources," he said. "We 
spent five days in trial." 


Marshall had been awaiting Houk's 


decision on a retrial before reporting 
for spring training camp with the 
Braves. 


His dispute with MSU, where he is a 


doctoral candidate, involved free use 
of the batting cage in a sports arena 
on campus. 


For years, Marshall and other base- 


ball players worked under an agree- 
ment with university officials allowing 
them to use the cage without reserv- 
ing the space. 


An abrupt change in that policy ear- 


ly in 1976 provoked Marshall's spat 
with MSU and has prompted the 
pitcher to file a civil lawsuit against 
the university and a $2.5 million libel 
suit against the college newspaper.

Skokie 
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Umpires enjoy 
work but admit 
to lonely life 


by ARCH KEBR 


SCOTTSDALE, Ariz. — Don't count 


out the umpires. 


Bill Veeck, White Sox president, 


suggested the American League may 
do away with some umpires by using 
computers. His comment came when 
it looked like spring training wouldn't 
get under way unless minor league or 
college umpires were used prior to 
settlement of a five-year contract with 
the Major League Umpires Assn. One 
bone of contention was addition of 
four umpires to bring the A.L. roster 
to 28 because of expansion from 12 to 
14 teams. The National League still 
has 24 umpires. 


IE the day comes that computers re- 


place umpires, half the fun will be 
gone from the game, says Umpires 
Assn. President, Bob Engel, 43, of 
Bakersfield, Calif. Engel said "No," 
when asked whether computers would 
ever replace umpires. 


"It would take so much of the game 


away from the fans," he said. "Many 
love to go to the games just to watch 
the arguments. How could you argue 
with a computer?" 


AN EXAMPLE occurred Sunday in 


a joshing between Engel and Cubs left 
f i e l d e r Jose Oardenal. Cardenal 
though he'd drawn a walk and head- 
ed for first, and was chin-to-chin with 
Engel before reluctantly picking up 
his bat. The fans loved it. 


National League umpire John Kib- 


ler. 47, of Oceanside, Calif., a New 
York state trooper before he went into 
baseball, agrees, 


"I don't think they (the teams) 


could stand the cost," said Kibler. 
"And then it would take away from 
baseball. Fans look forward to the ar- 
guments." 


ENGEL AND Kibler recall the lean 


days. Engel's pay was $250 per month 
and $3 a day car expense. By the time 
Kibler completed umpires school, mi- 
nor league pay had Increased to $2B5 
a month. They supplemented their 
Income in the off season doing what- 
ever they could. 


Kibler was a part-time policeman. 


Engel worked for the city of Bak- 
ersfleld and did construction work. 
Others, like N.L, umpire Jimmy 
Quick, called up to the big leagues 
two years ago, worked in box facto- 
ries because minor league pay netted 
them $7,000 a year. Minor league um- 
pires don't have a union. 


Under the recent negotiated con- 


tract, the umpires' scale starts at 
$16,500 plus expenses. The salary goes 
to $42,000 by the start of the 16th year. 
Full retirement pay can come at 55. 
An umpire can stay on after 55 from a 
year-to-year basis subject to agree- 
ment by the club owners. 


"While some of our members won't 


agree, the over-all majority has cer- 
tainly realized substantial gains since 
the association was formed in 1963," 
said Engel. The National League um- 
pires started the association. The 
American League umpires joined in 
1969. 


"LET'S DON'T delude ourselves," 


said Engel. "Most umpires don't have 
college educations. Where else could 
they make $35,000 to $40,000 for six 
months' work?" 


Drawbacks Include a lonely life. 


They can't associate with ballplayers 
off the field because of possible con- 
flict of interest accusations. 


In the six-month season, they get a 


day home once every two weeks. It's 
a bonus. That's one reason Kibler 
moved his home from Florida to Cali- 
fornia. When he has the Los Angeles 
or San Diego games, he can commute 
and get reacquainted with his wife 
and two sons. 


"The toughest part is being away 


from watching the kids grow up. You 
miss the graduations and things like 
that," said Kibler. 


Engel noted that one of the draw- 


backs is that the family tends to 
"grow up without you." Engel and his 
wife have a son, 16 and daughter, 18. 


SPRING TRAINING gives some of 


the wives a chance to briefly renew 
old acquaintances when they join 
their husbands for a couple weeks. 


The umpires' wives reflected that 


the hardest part is having the chil- 
dren grow up with the father missing 
so much of each day's change. 


During the season, the wives do 


keep in touch with their husbands by 
telephone. They estimate it costs 
about $150 per month in long distance 
phone bills. But you can't see a tod- 
dler's first step by telephone. 


"It's a very different life," the 


wives agreed. "No one can under- 
stand what we go through, but then 
again, we have done a lot of things 
we never would have been able to if 
our husbands weren't in baseball."

Relief ace Clay Carroll 
Sox pitcher is positive thinker

SARASOTA, Fla. — His baby blue 


Cadillac says a lot about Clay Carroll. 


The color symbolizes the attitude of 


this young-thinking, hard-working, 35- 
year-old relief pitcher for the White 
Sox. 


"I think positive all the time," Car- 


roll said. "Once you start doubting 
yourself, you're in big trouble. My 
age doesn't tenter into my mind either. 
Hey, I think my career should last an- 
other four or five years. 


"I guess the White Sox feel as I do, 


since I just signed a two-year con- 
tract," the Bradenton, Fla., resident 
added with a grin. 


CARROLL'S DEBUT with Chicago 


last year was ruined by a series of 
injuries that shelved him for a good 
share of the season. He still managed 
to get into 29 games in relief, posting 
a 4-4 record with a 2.56 reamed run 
average. 


"I was protecting my teammates, 


so I didn't feel that bad about the in- 
jury," he said. "The injury that kept 
me out the longest, as far as I can 
figure, is when I pinched the nerve in 
my neck after knocking (Reggie) 
Jackson to the ground and being held 
back by some of the players at the 
same time." 


But still Carroll doesn't subscribe to 


the theory that the older you get, the 
harder it is to overcome the injury 
bug. 


"I've already forgotten about my in- 


juries of last year," he said. "If you 
go into the game with injuries on your

•mind it's got to affect your pitching. 
You won't find me doing that. 


"MOST OF THE injuries happen be- 


cause of how you take care of your- 
self," Carroll continued. "Personally 
I'm a hard worker. I try to be com- 
pletely in shape a week before we 
leave camp. A lot of people don't get 
into shape until a few weeks into the 
season." 


H you ask Carroll about his past 


seasons with the Cincinnati Reds, he'll 
gladly talk about them 
because 


they're full of pleasant memories. 


"I've had a few records," he said 


sheepishly. "Maybe you might re- 


- member some of them. I appeared in 
a lot of games for the Reds and I did 
have quite a few saves." 


Actually Carroll was rather modest 


about his past since the 13-year veter- 
an has a lifetime record of 91-68. 


HIS BEST years were 1972 and 1974 


with Cincinnati. In 1972, he was 
named National League Fireman of 
the Year by The Sporting News as he 
set a record for most saves in one 
season (37). Two years later he had a 
2.14 ERA and a 12-5 record. He also 
set a record for most games appeared 
(73) with Atlanta in 1966. 


He knows Cincinnati and the play- 


ers well. He isn't hesitant 
about 


analyzing the World Champions' con- 
tract problems. 


"It's simple," he said. "They have 


a lot of good ballplayers and a good 
team. They also have been built up a 
lot and they have to pay the price for 
that. That's the way it happens. 


"I don't think the problems will af- 


fect the Reds anyway.' They have a lot 
of guys on that team that hustle no 
matter what. But that's why they're 
winners," he added. 


BUT THIS YEAR he's with the 


White Sox and he's quick to remind 
you of that, if you want to delve into 
his past too much. 


"One of our biggest problems last 


year was that we left far too many 
men on base," Carroll said. "I think 
the club solved that problem when 
they picked up (Richie) Zisk. With 
people like (Ralph) Garr and (Kevin) 
Bell in front of him, I think we'll 
score many more runs. For that rea- 
son alone I think we'll be a much im- 
proved club. It sure makes me feel 
good as a pitcher." 


Carroll has set some lofty goals of 


his own. 


"I never try and pitch on my, last 


year's record," he said. "I do go out 
and try to accomplish goals, though. 
I'd like to appear in a tot of games, 
maybe enough to set a club record, 
and I'd like to get about 20 saves. 


"I won't be able to appear in as 


many games as I like because of that 
darn DH rule,'.' he said. "That will 
keep me from getting into 20-25 
games. And that bothers me." 


You won't find any hitters losing 


sleep over Carroll's absence from the 
mound, though.

DOPI handles interference 


It doesn't happen often, but it does 


happen. If you play a lot of bridge you 
will run into it on occasion. What we are 
talking about Is interference with your 
Blackwood four notrump. 


We won't go into the merit or lack of 


merit of South's Blackwood call with to- 
day's hand. Suffice to say that he did 
use it and West interfered by bidding 
five hearts. How can North show how 
many aces he holds? 


There are any number of ways but we 


like to use the one called DOPI. This 
acronym stands for double with zero, 
pass with one. We add that we bid with 
more than one. Thus, when North 


THE BORN LOSER 


doubles five hearts he isn't doubling for 
penalty — he is doubling to show that he 
doesn't hold an ace. If he held one 
ace he would have passed. With two 
aces he would have bid five spades — 
the cheapest bid at his disposal. 


After North doubled to show no aces 


South had a real problem. He might 
pass and defend against five hearts 
doubled. This contract would have gone 
down two tricks. South finally made the 
right decision and went to five spades, 
where he lost the two aces held by his 
opponents.

Skin pigment 
determines 
complexion 


Andy sends the Encyclopaedia Britan- 


nica's 1977 Yearbook of Science and the 
Future to JoAnn Marie Johnson, 11, of 
Springfield. Ore., for her question: 


WHY ARE SOME PEOPLE BLACK 


AND OTHERS WHITE? 


Skin that covers our bodies has two 


layers: an inner layer called the dermis, 
which comes from the Greek word for 
skin, and an outer layer called the 
epidermis, from the Greek word mean- 
ing upon. 


The epidermis is not alive and bits 


rub off every time we bathe. More, 
however, is constantly being made by 
the dermis. 


Looking at the skin with a microscope, 


we see the structure is made up of num- 
bers of cells arranged in layers. Among 
these cells is coloring matter called pig- 
ment. It is this quantity of coloring mat- 
ter which causes a complexion to be 
called either dark or fair. 


In fair people, there is very little pig- 


ment in the skin. Dark people, especial- 
ly those with brown eyes and black 
hair, have a great deal of skin pigment. 


People of some races have very little 


skin pigmentation, while those in others 
have a great deal. 


Nobody knows why a black person's 


'skin has so much pigmentation, since 
the origin of the races is lost in history 
and unknown to us. We do know, how- 
ever, black persons have been living in 
the hottest parts of the earth. It seems 
that the black races have developed 
some special power of resisting the cli- 
mate and the diseases found in that part 
of the world. 


It seems very possible that, as a re- 


sult of this, it would come about that 
only those who were black could live 
and survive in the sweltering areas. 


In the course of time, it seems, there 


could be nobody except black people in 
such hot places, a black race being pro- 
duced by nature's selecting the black- 
est people as those best fitted to survive 
there. 


It does seem possible that blackness,

HOW WAS INK MADE? 
Ink was first used in India and China 


as far back as 2500 B.C. The ancient 
Egyptians also used ink for writing and 
drawing. 


Two things must be included in ink: a 


liquid substance to ease writing, print- 
ing or drawing and a coloring matter. 
Many different formulas are used de- 
pending on the degree of permanence 
needed. Various chemicals and strong 
dyes are combined for the finished 
product. 


Special ink has been developed for 


use in the ballpoint pen. It was found 
that the ink had to flow quickly and dry 
almost immediately. Chemists in the 
ink industry were able to come up with 
the right formulas.

'Candid Camera9 keeps cranking 


NEW YORK (UPI) - Allen Funt 


looked back over 30 years of "Candid 
Camera" and its predecessor, "Can- 
did Microphone," and wondered why 
he wasn't dissatisfied with not having 
gone on to greater things. 


"I'm always embarrassed because I 


have stayed with this thing so long," 
Funt said in an interview. "What kind 
of guy is this? Actors give up parts 
after six years, 'Bonanza' breaks up, 
and here I am doing the same thing. 
But every time I try to do something 
new — feature movies, books, records 
— it always turns out to be 'Candid 
Camera.'" 


If Funt isn't bored with the show, 


neither is the rest of the world. "Can- 
did Camera" goes to approximately 
120 stations in the United States, as 
well as achieving considerable popu- 
larity abroad. 


"BY MY LAST count we're being 


stolen in about 60 countries," Funt 
said. "Actually, that situation is get- 


ting better. Over the years we were 
being stolen oversea. We never sued 
anybody. There's nothing in that but 
grief and you never collect. 


"Now in country after country, after 


attempting to do 'Candid Camera' on 
their own, they're coming to us to 
bring our show there. The French 
stole our show for 19 years and now 
they've come to us to try to do our 
show." 


The Syndicated half-hour began in 


1947 as radio's "Candid Microphone," 
then became television's "Candid 
Camera" in 1949. Li all that time, 
you'd think something would have 
changed. 


"It's a dilemma," Funt said. "Do 


you change what was successful or do 
you leave it alone? Either way you're 
in trouble. 


"I THINK THE basic difference be- 


tween the show we started with and 
what we do now is the move away 


from cruelty. In the earlier shows we 
held individuals up to ridicule and I'm 
embarrassed by them. 


"Now if we want to show people 


doing a dopey thing, we don't zero in 
on a single person, and we're very 
sensitive about using people who don't 
seem strong enough to take the joke."

Times have changed and Funt 
noted: 


"Things have to be quicker and 


shorter now..." 


He said the show now zips through 


six or seven episodes in the half-hour 
format that formerly showed only 
three or four.

Attics yield fashion elegance

Would you believe — a fashion show 


of garments from Goodwill? 


These aren't the usual discards 


tossed into the collection boxes, but 
really elegant and once very ex- 


pensive ensembles from the closets 
and attics of famous estates along the 
north shore. 


The Auxiliary of Chicago Goodwill 


Industries has collected dozens of 
beautiful, old costumes that date back

to the 1860s. They are modeled by 
auxiliary members in a fascinating 
review of fashion history from the 
days of the heavy, voluminous gar- 
ments worn for travel on the first rail- 
roads and the linen dusters worn in 
the first Model Ts while motoring 
over dusty, unpaved roads to the 
proper attire for joy riding in a Stutz 
Bearcat when the short skirts of the 
flapoers were denounced from every 
pulpit. 


THE SHOW, "From Petticoats to 


Pants," continues through the pant 
outfits of the '30s (lounging pajamas 
that were NEVER worn in public) 
and the yo-yo hemlines of the decades 
that followed to the pants era of to- 
day. 


It was the invention of the power 


loom, and in the late 1860s, the sewing 
machine, that made it possible for 
women to have more clothes, special- 
ized ensembles for travel, picnics or 
parties. Ebeneezer Butterick's mail 
order pattern business, founded in the 
same era, also helped the women to 
follow the newer styles. 


Besides the gowns,, garments in the 


show collection include tippets (shoul- 
der capes and scarves), long capes, 
long flannel petticoats, drawers, pan- 
t a 1 e t s , chemises, teddies, tennis 
dresses and long, covered up bathing 
suits. 


THE LONG, black bloomers and 


middy blouses used as gym suits in 
the '20s and the one-piece green gym 
suit of the '30s with the shorter bloom- 
er legs that could be pulled, even high- 
er by the more daring, are nostalgic 
touches for many in the audience. 


Fabrics in the show include such 


one-time 
favorites as bombazine, 


serge, brocade, dovetyn, broadcloth 
and dimity. Trims include cut steel 
beading, lace, braid, plumes and em- 
broidery. A coat, originally priced at 
$1,000 in the '20s, has a swansdown 
(down feathers from a swan) tuxedo 
collar. 


Each ensemble is completely ac- 


cessorized from bonnets and Ziegfield 
Follies hats to buttoned shoes. One 


pair of shoes from Marshall Field's 
boasts 
genuine 
Goodyear 
rubber 


heels. The accessories include' reti- 
cules (handbags), muffs, fans, swag- 
ger sticks, parasols, jewelry, shawls 
and rayon stockings, sometimes worn 
rolled, with garters. It also includes 
tailed furs. 


MAR.JORIE 
RAY, 
commentator 


from the auxiliary, points out fashion 
trends such as leg-o-mutton, dolman 
and ruffled sleeves, fish tail sil- 
houettes, hobble skirts, the Gibson 
Girl look, the Gatsby look, tunics, the 
many hooks and eyes, the Eisenberg 
original suit and the V neckline which 
flourished despite opposition from the 
clergy who declared it immoral and 
the doctors who claimed it dangerous 
to .health. She also notes the flat bust 
look of the '20s when the debutante 
slouch was the popular stance. 


Mrs. Gray tells of hair styles and 


the first permanent waves in 1908 that 
took eight to twelve hours to give at a 
cost of $1,000. Irene Castle started a 
new look in hairdos when she had her 
hair bobbed in 1913, and by the head- 
ache band, Mah Jong and Charleston 
days most women had followed suit. 
Living in a "modern" societe of crys- 
tal sets, women also began divorcing 
their husbands.

Very simply, I have bad breath. I brush my teeth four times a 


day, use mouthwash and see my dentist twice a year, but I still 
have this problem. 


I do have a »lnus problem. They drain most of the time and both 


ears feel stuffed. 1 went to a doctor to relieve the stuffed cars, but 
decongcstant pills did no good. I am really getting very nervous 
about this condition. Can you help me? 


Bad breath is a symptom. It can be caused by dental problems. 


The disease that may develop around the root of the teeth is really 
an infectious process and you can't brush it away. In your case, 
regular visits to the dentist suggests that you do not have dental 
disease or your dentist would have recommended treatment for it. 
Nevertheless, I want to emphasize that anyone with regular bad 
breath needs to see his dentist. He may see something you don't 
966* 


Bad breath can be caused by an infection in any of the passages 


related to respiration. This includes the lungs, throat and nasal 
passages. Chronic diseased tonsils may be a constant source of 
bad breath. Removing infected ones may correct the condition but 
otherwise, removing normal tonsils will not cure bad breath. 


You need to give your doctor a chance to cure your chronic 


sinus infection if that is what you have, Many kinds of organisms 
give off a bad odor. You can't eliminate these odors from in- 
fections around the teeth, in the tonsils or in the sinuses with 
mouthwash. The mouthwash only masks the odor for a while but 
does not cure the underlying cause. 


ANYONE WITH chronic lung disease, with an infection in the 


bronchi, or even localized in the lungs will have the air pass over 
the areas of infection and have a malodorous breath. 


Any chemical change in the blood, such as alcohol, will release 


chemicals into the air you are breathing out and cause a person to 
have bad breath. To give you a better idea of the ways bad breath 
can be caused I am sending you The Health Letter 9-4, Halitosis: 
Bad Breath. Others who want this information can send 50 cents 
for it with a long, stamped, self-addressed envelope for mailing.

Many people do not know they had bad breath. If you know 


someone who needs help with this condition, you may want to have 
a copy of The Health Letter sent to him or her.

My wife was just' operated on for gallstones. Some of my friends 


toll me that if you drink a little vinegar now and then, you can 
keep gallstones from forming. Is this truth or fiction? 


Pure fiction. People seem to forget there is such a thing as 


digestion. Everything you swallow is acted upon by the digestive 
system before it Is absorbed into the bloodstream. Simple ele- 
ments like the sodium and chloride ions in salt are unaltered, but 
many chemical compounds are broken down before they can be 
absorbed. 


There is a national program to study the possible uses of medi- 


cines to dissolve gallstones that I have discussed before. However, 
the chemical is a bit more complex than vinegar.

to counteract odors 


Dear Dorothy: How does one get rid of kitchen odors — cooking, 


smoking fat and so on? I've used a number of sprays without any 
luck. The odors just seem to linger in the furniture and clothes. 
Would activated charcoal work?—Mrs. J. Dorsey 


I think not. It would just require too much of the stuff. A venti- 


lating fan in the kitchen is most commonly used. But people resort 
to all manner of inventive things to counteract odors dn kitchens. 
One is to put a dish of powdered cloves in the oven at high tem- 
perature — with the door ajar — when some food odor has pene- 
trated the house. In cooking fish, saturate three layers of paper 
towels with vinegar and place them near the cooking food. You 
can put the following ingredients in a saucepan — one cup of 
water, two tablespoons of whole cloves and a sprinkling of ground 
nutmeg and cinnamon. Boiled, it absorbs many odors. After use, it 
can be put in a jar and reused, with just a little water added if it's 
needed. Of course, there are always room deodorizers or the 
chemicals that take care of odors with just a drop, And it's also 
possible to freshen the air by leaving an open dish of household 
ammonia out at night. 


Dear Dorothy: Sherbet Is a good substit&te when ice cream is 


ruled out of a diet because of allergy to milk or eggs.—Kay Riegel 


Oh, no! Sherbet does have milk. The only frozen item that works 


as a substitute in these cases is a fruit ice.

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Vesco's wife describes rags-to-riches 


by JL'DI HASSON 


NEWARK (UPI) - Fugitive financier Robert Vesco 


may have jetted around the world setting up illegal 
business deals, but his wife says she never knew what 
he was up to, how he made his money or how much. 


She described a rags-to-riches rise from Detroit to a 


sprawling suburban estate in New Jersey and finally to 
exile in Costa Rica. 


"Things got better every year," said Patricia Vesco, 


who told how her husband rose from a high school drop- 
out from Detroit who married at 17 to an international 
wheeler-dealer. 


Mrs. Vesco, 42, recently provided a glimpse into Ves- 


co's family life in testimony in federal tax court in 
connection with charges the Vesco family owes the gov- 
ernment $1.1 million in taxes for 1971. 


THE QUIET, modest woman traveled to Newark 


from Costa Rica where Vesco fled in 1973 to avoid pros- 
ecution for stock fraud and an illegal campaign contri- 
bution to former President Richard Nixon. 


She talked of a life-style that was neither opulent nor 


extravagant. The family moved east in 1960 when Vesco 
set up International Controls Corp. At first, they lived 
in a modest split-level and took vacations abroad. 


The pace quickened in 1971 when Mrs. Vesco began to 


travel with her husband on his private jet as he criss- 
crossed the globe cultivating business contacts. The 
government says Vesco illegally deducted the plane as 
a business expense when it was used for his family. 


She went on his business trips because she was lonely 


at home. He often took her along to keep company with 
other businessmen's wives. 


"I told him I wanted him at home more often. We had 


a marriage that had to work. He said he had to go. If 
we want d to see him, we had to go with him," said 
Mrs. Vesco, who dined with sheiks and went sightseeing 
while her husband tended to business. 


THEY BOUGHT a sprawling 78-acre estate in Boon- 


ton, N.J., and added a man-made lake stocked with 
fish, a helicopter pad, a stable for 18 horses and a

Her Majesty's miniblimp 
to patrol fishing waters 


LONDON UPI) - The Royal Navy 


hopes to use a new miniblimp to pa- 
trol Britain's expanded fishing waters 
and its $85 billion North Sea oil assets. 


Defense sources said the Navy 


plans to charter later this year, prob- 
ably around October, the first airship 
built by a British firm since 1930, 
when the R101 crashed near Beuvais, 
France, on its maiden commercial 
flight and killed 48 persons. 


The Navy expects to put the $600,000 


mini-blimp and its fourman crew on a 
one-month sea patrol to test the build- 
er's claim that a fleet of six such diri- 
gibles could provide effective surveil- 
lance of Britain's waters at a fraction 
of the cost of the ships and planes 
now being used. 


THE NEW BLIMP, called AD500, is 


being built by Aerospace Develop- 
ments and is due to make its maiden 
flight in August — from the same 
Bedfordshire hangar from which the 


R101 took off in 1930 on its ill-fated 
voyage. 


It will be 164 feet long, two-thirds 


the size of a jumbo jet. Its flexible 
skin is made of dacron and polyure- 
thane and will be filled with 180,000 
cubic feet of non-inflammable helium 
gas. 


On January 1, along with other Eu- 


ropean Common Market nations, Brit- 
ain expanded its fishing limits nine- 
fold to 200 miles in a move to con- 
serve fish stocks. 


It now has to police 270,000 square 


miles of sea and 100 oil and gas plat* 
forms. 


Britain is building several Island 


class frigates, to help patrol the zones 
but the ships have been criticized for 
being too slow. 


With the new airships, which will 


have a top speed of 70 mph, the Navy 
thinks it could have adequate surveil- 
lance.

R-Ohio, knocked the repair money out 
of the bill on a point of order. He said 
it should have been approved first in 
authorizing legislation. 


Such legislation passed each house 


earlier this year. But, again, there 
are differences in the bills that must 
be reconciled. Until that happens, no 
money can be appropriated. 


House and Senate sources predict 


Congress might complete the author- 
ization work in a week or so.

Male grit eroded at RR repair shop 


CLEBURNB, Tex. (UPI) - One of 


the last Industrial bastions of male 
grit is eroding. 


Since Jan. 1 Santa Fe Railway has 


hired three women to work in a shop 
which repairs and rebuilds locomo- 
tives and cars. The shop employs 
1,000 persons but since World War II 
only two females had been employed. 


Santa Fe officials said the recent 


hiring were not the result of federal 
pressures. 


C. W. Cramer, superintendent of 


shops, said Santa Fe was hiring after 
the first of the year and took out an 
advertisement in a local newspaper 
which stated the railroad was an 
equal opportunity employer. 


THE AD BROUGHT one or two 


women to the shop. In the previous 
eight years Cramer had only one 


woman apply and she failed her phys- 
ical. 


"When the first one or two were 


hired on it spread on word of mouth 
that the salary was pretty good and 
there was no discrimination as to job 
activities," said spokesman George 
Grader. "The women hirees were giv- 
en the same testf and apprenticeships 
and treated equally aand that's the 
story." 


The average Santa Fe shop hourly 


wages range from approximately 
$5.50 to $6 for beginning labor and ap- 
prentice positions represented 
by 


various union crafts. 


Cramer tells the story of a Federal 


Railroad Administation inspector who 
recently checked engine units at the 
shop and said he had never seen the 
cabs look so clean. 


"It's a woman's nature to clean up 


better than a man," said Leola Ander- 


son, a car department foreman who is 
the only remaining female shop em- 
ploye from the World War II era. 
"This is my life." 


MRS. ANDERSON started in the 


shop as a teenager in 1945. She said 
she is not a women's libber but is en- 
thusiastic about the new hirees. 


"Now I have company," she said. 


"I hope they hire a lot more." 


Judy Carlock is a member of a 


clean-up gang assigned to Mrs. Ander- 
son. She gave up a job as a hospital 
lab technician to join Santa Fe. 


"The guys don't show any resent- 


ment, they don't even cuss in front of 
me," she said. "Wherever you are, if 
you demand respect, you'll get re- 
spect." 


Other women are training as sheet 


metal workers, locomotive laborers, 
electricians and machinists.

But, said Mrs. Vfjsco, "I never asked for anything." 


She said she rarely used her charge accounts at fash- 
ionable New York stores, shopping instead at a me- 
dium-priced dress shop in New Jersey. 


In 1968, Vesco gave control of the family checking 


account to his personal secretary, Shu-ley Bailey, be- 
case too many checks had bounced. After that, Mrs. 
Vesco was given a personal checking account for small 
purchases. 


"I wrote a check out, and if it bounced, someone sent 


the money," said Mrs. Vesco. 


She didn't know how the household bills were paid 


and if she needed money, she asked her husband or 
Mrs. Bailey. 


"I was busy raising my family. I had a hyperactive 


child and that took all my time," said Mrs. Vesco. 


Her husband seldom talked to her about his business- 


es. She knew that he was president of ICC and drew a 


salary. But she didn't really understand what he did for 
a living. 


"I DON'T KNOW if we owned stock. I know he 


earned more than $10,000 a year. We spent more than 
$10,000," Mrs. Vesco said. 


She said she knew nothing about his financial deal- 


ings until later when news accounts of his dealings be- 
gan to appear in newspapers. 


Mrs. Vesco claims she is not liable for her husband's 


tax debts even though she signed their joint 1971 income 
tax return without looking at it. 


What is left of the Vesco family money in this country 


is tied up in litigation. The government has placed a 
lien on the Boonton property and has sold the private 
jet complete with its sauna and wine cellar. 


Vesco is charged with looting $224 million from In- 


vestors Overseas Ltd. of Canada and making a secret 
$200,000 contributon to Nixon's reelection campapign to 
influence a Securities and Exchange Commission in- 
vestigation.

Dare stones—hoax or 
clue to Raleigh's colony 


GAINESVILLE, Ga. (UPI) — A pile 


of stones with crude messages in Eli- 
zabethan English chiseled into them 
lie in a musty basement ait Brenau 
College, slowly deteriorating beneath 
a pile of old lawn mower parts and 
other assorted junk. 


The messages on the stones — tell- 


ing a harrowing story of flight, illness 
and death at the hands of Indians — 
purportedly explain what happened to 
Sir Walter Raleigh's Lost Colony on 
Roanoke Island, N.C., 390 years ago. 


Are the stones a clue to one of 


America's greatest historical mys- 
teries? Or are they a gigantic hoax? 


Despite examination by many schol- 


ars and historians, 
that question 


apparently 
has never 
been con- 


clusively answered. 
.Except for one stone, Brenau Col- 
lege officials seemingly are not inter- 
ested in preserving them. They lie 
scattered haphazardly in the base- 
ment of a dormitory, Oglesby Hall, 
also used to store maintenance equip- 
ment. Some have been broken, others 
chipped. 


"I COULD NOT FIND one student 


on campus who had ever heard of 
them," said Jim Brewer, Brenau pub- 
lic information director. "Only three 
or four faculty members knew they 
were here." 


The first stone found, which Brewer 


said many scholars believe may be 
genuine, is kept in a glass case in the 
college's locked archives room. 


Dean of Students Eleanor Rigney 


said no recent efforts have been made 
to authenticate them. "We don't have 
the financial resources." 


In 1937, L. E. Hammond of Califor- 


nia was on vacation in North Caro- 
lina. He stopped his car near the Cho- 
wan River — about 50 miles from the 
original site of the Lost Colony — to 
stretch his legs and look for hickory 
nuts. According to news accounts, he 
stumbled across a rock carved with 
Elizabethan writing. He took the stone 
to Emory University in Atlanta where 
Dr. Haywood Pearce Jr. helped to 
decipher it. 
' 


On the smooth side of the quartz 


stone, under a crude cross, was writ- 
ten "Ananias Dare & Virginia went 
hence into heaven 1591." 


Near the bottom of the stone was 


carved "Anye Englishman shew John 
White Govr Via." 


The other side of the stone told of 


the colonists' hardships, the death of 
Virginia and her father, Ananias, at 
the hands of Indians. 


THE FATE OF THE Lost Colony 


has long intrigued scholars. The co- 
lonists sailed from England in three 
ships on May 8, 1587. John White was 
appointed governor. They arrived off 
Habteras on July 22. Eleanor Dare, 
the daughter of Gov. White, gave 
birth to the first English child born in 
America on Aug. 18, 1587. She was 
christened Virginia after the new colo- 
ny. 


On Aug. 27, White returned to Eng- 


land for supplies. But when he arrived 
in November, the English were at war 
with Spain. All ships were pressed 
into war service. White's return was 
delayed nearly three years. 


When he returned in August, 1590, 


there was no trace of the colony. The 
only clue was the word "Croatoan," 
the name of a nearby island, carved 
on a tree. None of the settlers was 
ever seen by white men again. 


Pearce, his sense of history stirred, 


believed there might be more such 
stones and offered a $500 reward for 
any found. The offer brought a defi- 
nite response. In succeeding years 48 
stones, supposedly found along the Sa- 
luda River in South Carolina and the 
C h a t t a h o o c h e e River in North 
Georgia, were brought to Pearce. 


THEY TOLD A story of 61 of the 117 


colonists fleeing from Roanoke Island. 
Of these, according to the stones, all 
but seven were killed by Indians or 
died of illness in Carolina. 


Eleanor Dare left a message beg- 


ging her father to punish the Indians 
of the east who had attacked them but 
to show mercy to the Indians of the 
west. 


Eleanor, the messages 
related, 


traveled south with six other survi- 
vors, in the company of four friendly 
Indians. They settled peaceably with 
a friendly tribe in Nacoochee Valley 
on the Chattahoochee River in North 
Georgia and Eleanor married an In- 
dian chief. She lived with him in a 
cave and bore him a daughter, Agnes. 


Eleanor, according to the stones, died 
after a sudden illness in 1599. 


Professor Pearce,, apparently made 


wary by so many stones turning up 
with Elizabethan writing on them, 
sent out a call to historians to exam- 
ine them. Some 30 to 40 responded. 


ON OCTOBER 19, 1940, Dr. S. E. 


Morison, President of the American 
A n t i q u a r i a n S o c i e t y , issued 
a s t a t e m e n t saying "the pre- 
ponderance of evidence points to the 
authenticity of the Dare stones." Oth- 
er historians and geologists agreed. 
They said the marks on the stones 
were not made by modern stone-cut- 
ting tools, slow-growing lichen was 
growing on some of the stones, and 
there were no glaring errors in the 
Elizabethan writing. But they recom- 
mended additional research. 


Pearce, whose father was president 


of Brenau College, took the stones 
there. They were put on exhibit in the 
Brenau museum and at the American 
Schools Association in New York. 


But there was skepticism. 
There 


were too many stones. They had 
turned up quite suddenly after 350 
years. There was a lack of corrobora- 
tive evidence in the discovery of the 
stones in the majority of cases. No 
one knew how the stones had been 
carved. 


NEWSPAPERS 
AND magazines 


conducted their own investigations 
and came to the conclusion the stones 
were fakes. They were taken off dis- 
play at Brenau. 


"Since 1941," said Brewer, "we 


have had only five inquiries about 
them." 


"They obviously were a hoax," says 


James G. Lester, who was a geology 
professor at Emory University when 
the stones were found. Lester, now re- 
tired, said he examined the stones 
soon after they were found. "There's 
no question but they are fakes," he 
said. "The lettering on the first stone 
was sand-blasted," he said, noting 
this technique did not exist until mod- 
ern times. 


Brenau College officials have no 


plans for the stones other than to 
hang onto them, said Brewer, "for 
whatever scientific value they may 
have."

Newsmen, public debate media coverage 


The comments could not have been more timely. 
A rash of hostage-taking situations have been in , 


the news alt week. A man who held a policeman 
hostage in Freeport, 111., Monday was finally shot to 
death. A self-described mercenary in Toronto held 
three bank employes and a police sergeant hostage 
at gunpoint. ' 


A gunman in Baltimore took over the city's De- 


partment of Social Services and more than 40 hos- 
tages including his family. Menominee Indians held 
a tribal courthouse and its occupants in Keshena, 
Wise. 


So. the face-off on the coverage of such news be- 


tween ABC news president William Sheehan, San 
Francisco Examiner publisher Reg Murphy and a 
studio full of housewives on the WGN-TV Channel 9 
"Phil Donahue" show Tuesday was not only inter- 
esting but welcome. 


The hour-long talkshow started off with the two 


news men looking like bad guys who sensationalized 
real life dramas to boost their newspaper street 
sales and television ratings. Women in the audience 
referred to news coverage of such events with words 
like "over exposure," "irresponsibility" and "free 
publicity" for the criminal that eggs other degene- 
rates on. 


But, the free-for-all debate over the first amend- 


ment rights of both the press and the viewer ended 
with a little better understanding on the part of both 
sides. 


A few things became very clear about the way the 


written and electronic press view the coverage of 
hostage-taking events. The press cannot compile a 
list of rules and regulations that apply to the live or 
delayed coverage of hostage-taking situations. Each 
instance must be judged on its own merits. 


"Each situation has its own set of extraneous cir- 


cumstances. We have to decide how we're going to 
cover a situation and how we're going to play it in 
relation to the rest of the day's news and the ele- 
ments of the event itself," Murphy said. 


A case in point was made. ABC and other net- 


works thoroughly covered the Washington D.C. hos- 
tage trauma a week ago, keeping their cameras roll- 
ing with updated reports as the story unfolded. Mon- 
day night, ABC chose only to mention the five simul- 
taneous hostage situations going on throughout North 
America as an item in their night newscast. 


"I thought that (the Monday night report) was 


wham-bam treatment of what I consider heavy jour- 
nalism," cracked Donahue. 


"We thought that was all it was worth in relation 


to the rest of the day's news," Sheehan said. It goes 
to show that the criticism comes from both direc- 
tions. Either there's not enough or just too much 
coverage in people's minds. So goes the dilemma 
that the media finds itself caught up in. 


"There's an audience out there for live coverage," 


Sheehan said, but the press also has a responsibility 
to keep the public Informed about what's going on in 
the world, "The first amendment of the constitution 
is to protect the rights of the public, not the press." 


Sheehan and Murphy admitted they were some- 


what troubled about giving the perpetrators too much 
information and publicity in their immediate and 
ongoing coverage of such events. And yet, in some 
instances, the media is the only source of commu- 
nications between the hostage-holders and the out- 
side world. 


Murphy knows first hand because he was abducted 


In 1074 by terrorists with an axe to grind, while 
working as political editor of the Atlantic Con- 
stitution newspaper, 


"I know that terrorists like that have learned to 


manipulate the press to a certain extent, but we 
can't ignore those events," Murphy said. 


Sheehan said he would not object to delayed trans-

mission in the coverage of such events in some 
cases, except that the networks are in constant com- 
petition with each other to provide live coverage of 
unfolding real life drama. "I'm not sorry for that 
because competition is healthy and I hope it contin- 
ues," he said 


"But, anyway, a small percentage of the news that 


appears on television is live," Sheehan said. 


Both Sheehan and Murphy took a somewhat honest 


approach to convince viewers that they are using 
conscience and good news judgment in deciding how 
to cover hostage-taking events that are becoming al- 
most an everyday occurence. 


As for the audience7 There were even a few people 


who admitted to being absorbed into the details of 
these incidents and wanting to know the facts. 


A media-viewer bout over the coverage of what 


has been tagged "terrorism; the surge of the 70s," 
is healthy But meanwhile, there are people through- 
out the country being held against their will and 
we're wondering whether the kidnappers are being 
motivated by the thick publicity that others like 
them receive or by their own degenerated motives.

"some time to come" despite rumors that ABC 
sports president Roone Aldrege will be taking over 
soon to improve ratings on the nightly Barbara Wal- 
ters and Harry Reasoner news show. "The ratings 
are a little bat better than a year ago, so there is 
some impiovement, but, we're not really concerned 
about ratings," a confident Sheehan said. 


• "CPO Sharkey" will run twice in a row tonight 


— not the same episodes of the show, but you'll see 
Rickles for a full hour. The show will air at 8 p.m. 
and again at 8-30 p.m. on Channel 5.

THE RECIPIENT received public 


assistance payments from January to 
June of 1976 while her husband was 
serving a jail term. He was a leader 
in the Maine Township Republican Or- 
ganization in the late 1960s. 


According to township records, the 


woman, now divorced and living in 
California, qualified for pubic assis- 
tance because she had two dependent 
children and made less than $261 a 
month during the period. 


Awareness party members ques- 


tioned the payments because of her 
relationship with the former Republi- 
can official. They also charged she had 
an income and indicated the township 
could be playing favorites in dis- 
tributing pubic assistance payments. 
The Republican administration has 
denied the charges. 


To obtain information on the in- 


cident, an Awareness party worker 
apparently posed as a U.S. Postal 
Service employe to trick the woman 
into giving him more information 
about the payments.

I said to send them 
back, that I don't receive public aid 
any more. 


"They asked the reason I was re- 


ceiving the public aid. I said I haven't 
received that since 1975 when my hus- 
band was incarcerated," she said. 


Neil Forrest, dead letter clerk in St. 


Louis, said no such calls were made 
from the post office. 


Patton L. Feichter, Awareness can- 


didate for township supervisor and 
head of the slate, said a "friend" of 
his called the woman, but he refused 
to disclose the friend's name. When 
asked if the caller posed as a postal 
service worker, Feichter said, "I 
don't know anything about that.

Revamp election process: Carter 


WASHINGTON (UPI). — President 


Carter sent Congress a package of 
election law reforms Tuesday that in- 
cluded instant voter registration, tax- 
payer financing of congressional elec- 
ions and abolition of the Electoral Col- 
lege. 


The cornerstone of the Carter pack- 


age allows persons to show up at pol- 


ling places and vote in federal elec- 
tions without prior registration. A per- 
son would only have to meet con- 
stitutional requirements of age and 
citi?enship and have a drivers license 
or other acceptable identification. 


Backers said it would boost sagging 


voter participation in elections, while 
critics charged it mainly would bene- 


fit Democrats and encourage voter 
fraud making it possible for individ- 
uals to vote several times. 


VICE PRESIDENT Walter Mondale 


said fraud will be discouraged since 
the bill imposed fines of $10,000 and a 
10-year jail term for such acts 


Mondale, carrying out his first leg- 


islative assignment for the White 


House, unveiled the package at a 
press conference where universal reg- 
istration was backed by a group of 12 
congressional leaders including House 
Speaker Thomas O.Neill, Sen. Edward 
M. Kennedy and four liberal Republi- 
cans.

Soldier's death mystifies family

They don't know why; they don't 


know how. All they know is their son 
is dead. 


Mr. and Mrs. John P. Caldarola, 146 


N e w a r k Ln., Hoffman Estates, 
learned Thursday their son, Chris, a 
19-year-old Army private, died on a 
mountain in West Germany. 


On Tuesday, Mrs. Caldarola said 


the family still did not know much 
more than that. 


"We don't know if he fell or had a 


heart atack or a stroke or if some- 
one else had been up there on that 
mountain and did him bodily harm or 
what," she said. 


CALDAROLA HAD been stationed 


at Neu-Ulm, located" midway between 
Stuttgart and Munich in West Germa- 
ny's Bavarian province, since early 
November. 


Mrs. Caldarola said soldiers there 


regularly are given recreation passes 
and shortly after he had arrived, Cal- 
darola had used-one to visit Italy. 


Re received a similar pass last week 


and he and a couple of friends decided 
to climb Mt. Cramer. However, half- 
way up, the group apparently split up. 


"The two other boys turned back," 


Mrs. Caldarola said, "but for some 
reason Chris didn't turn back." 


When be didn't return, a helicopter 


was sent to search for him. Caldarola 
was discovered at about 4 p.m. Eu- 
ropean time Thursday. Mrs. Calda- 
rola said the family doesn't know 
whether her son was found dead at 
the scene or if he died later.

Conant High School and enlisted 
last June, primarily to receive G.I. 
benefits to go to automotive school. 


AFTER CALDAROLA got to Ger- 


many, he sent letters back to his fam- 
ily describing how his outfit was win- 
ning a number of competitions and 
that he expected to be promoted in a 
month or two. 


"I think he leally enjoyed it," Mrs 


Caldarola said. 


The family is expecting a telegram 


notifying them when his body will be 
returned. They will not know the 
cause of death for 30 to 40 days.

neral is planned. Arrangements are 
pending at Ahlgrim and Sons Funeral 
Home, 330 W. Golf Rd., Schaumburg.

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Dist. 59 tests show pupils' skills weak, aptitude par

Officials in Elk Grove Township 


Dial. 59 acknowledge that students are 
weak in math and reading but say ap- 
titude test results show they are per- 
forming up to par. 


School officials made the state- 


ments after results of the Iowa Tests 
of Basic Skills released Monday 
showed Dist. 59 students are slightly 
below the national average in math 
and reading. The tests were given to 
students in grades three through 
eight. 


"On the whole the district is pretty 


strong," Merlyn Swanson, adminis- 
trator of educational services, said. 
"The scores show the district is per- 
forming at the level the aptitude tests 
said we ought to be performing at." 


FOURTH, SIXTH and eighth grade 


students given the Scholastic Testing 
Service aptitude test ranked in the 
75th, 62nd and 57th percentUes respec- 
tively on the nonverbal skills and in 
the 63rd, 52nd and 69th percentUes re- 
spectively on verbal skills. 


Supt. Roger Bardwell said scores on 


these aptitude tests came out "almost 
right on the button" when compared 
with the students' Iowa test scores. 
The Iowa test scores fall between the 
verbal and nonverbal aptitude test 
scores, he said. 


Swanson and testing 
coordinator 


Bill Harner said this year's scores are 
lower than last year's compared with 
national norms and percentile rank- 
ings because the tests were adminis- 
tered a month earlier this year. 


This year the district gave the tests 


at the end of September. Last year 
the tests were given at the end of Oc- 
tober, Swanson said. 


"The norm ing period runs until 


Dec. 15 and the way to look good is to 
test in the beginning of December to 
maximize instructional time," he 
said. "The earlier you give the test 
the lower the percentile score." 


HAD THE IOWA tests been given in 


the end of November rather than in 


Elk Grove Township Dist. 59 stu- 


dents took the Iowa Tests of Basic 
Skills in September 1975 and October 
1976. Eighth graders were not tested 
in 1975. Comparison percentile rank- 


ings by grade level for both years' 
tests are given below. Reading and 
vocabulary scores for 1975 were un- 
available.

probably would have gone up 12 per- 
centile rankings, Swanson said. 


Students in third through eighth 


grades this year were tested" in five 
major areas by the Iowa tests — vo- 
cabularly, reading, language skills, 


work study skills and math skills. 


The district's composite test scores 


by grade level ranged from a low of 
the 57th percentile for sixth graders to 
a high of the 67th percentile for third 
and fourth graders. Seventh and 
eighth graders scored in the 59th per- 


centile over-all and fifth graders 
scored in the 66th percentile. The na- 
tional average is at the 50th per- 
centile. 


Dist. 59's objective this year was to 


be at or better than-the national aver- 
age at the district level and this ob- 
jective was met, Harner said. 


"Over-all we're very pleased, but 


there are weaknesses and we're ad- 
dressing these," he said. 


One area of weakness, especially 


for sixth and eighth graders, is math 
skills. Swanson suggested the math 
scores may be low because the dis- 
trict's math curriculum is empha- 
sizing metric education while the 
Iowa tests are more oriented to tradi- 
tional math. 


"WE HAVE TO seriously ask our- 


selves \vhe4ier we're teaching what's 
being tested and whether we're teach- 
ing it at the grade level it's being test- 
ed at," Board Pres. Judith Zanca 
said. 


Teachers and principals have had 


workshops to discuss what items and 
skills the Iowa tests are testing, 
whether teachers consider these areas 
important, whether they are included 
in the district's -curriculum and how 
children are scoring, Harner said. 


It already has been discovered that 


the Iowa tests are testing capital- 
ization before the district is teaching 
it, which explains why third graders 
ranked in the 33rd percentile in this 
area, he said. Having noted this, first 
and second grade teachers are begin- 
ning to hit upon capitalization, he 
said. 


All schools in the district are draw- 


ing up or submitting plans to correct 
the weaknesses test scores have re- 
vealed. A districtwide program for 
improved instruction will be pre- 
sented to the board of education in 
May, Swanson said. 


"There are areas for concern and 


room for improvement, but the over- 
all picture is good," Mrs. Zanca said.

Far East diner 
gets liquor license 


Des Plaines' Far East Restaurant, 28 E. Northwest Hwy., has 


been granted a liquor license, despite a past city policy of not 
granting licenses to restaurants located in shopping centers.

Aid. Gerald J. Meyer, 7th, spoke against granting the license, 


although he agreed the restaurant is well run, Meyer said he 
believes the council should maintain a policy of not granting liquor 
licenses to restaurants in shopping centers. He said there often is 
not enough room for parking in a shopping center to accommodate 
the extra business a bar would attract. 


"Since the council has no criteria for granting these licenses, 


they've been doing It on a case-by-case basis," Meyer said. 


He said the Far East Restaurant is very successful and does not 


need a liquor license to increase business.

Lawmakers split on unit bill 


Several local lawmakers were split

Chapman, D-Arlington Heights, still 
had some hope that the full House, the 
Illinois Senate and Gov. James R. 
Thompson could act on the matter in 
time to allow the Dist. 214 voters to 
cast ballots on the unit district propo- 
sition. 


The legislation, H.B. 434 amends 


state law to allow all residents affect- 
ed in a proposed unit district proposal 
to vote on the issue. 


Current state law would limit voters 


in the local situation to those resi- 
dents who live within the boundaries 
of the proposed unit district. 


The bill now goes to the full House, 


possibly as soon as Thursday, where 
"it could be voted on depending on the 
number of other matters pending be- 
fore the house," Mrs. Chapman said. 


In a normal situation, the bill prob-

Cutting the budget by $247,000' and-

Volberding said he also would work

see the district pay $7,200 to a con- 
sultant when he (Deckowitz) didn't 
believe the $4,800 was worth it. 


Several Parent-Teacher Asss. rep- 


resentatives, meanwhile, said they 
were displeased with the board be- 
cause parents would be left off the 
steering committee. 


Larson suggested copies of the re- 


port be made available to the public, 
and that they should be able to be 
checked out of any Dist. 63 school. 
She said after the meeting, a public 
hearing is likely. 


Genck said he is willing to discuss

A family employe who has lived on 


the Brach farm In Schaumburg Town- 
ship several years was the last person 
to have seen missing candy heiress 
Helen Voorhesa Brach.'

John Matlick, her houseman, told 


authorities he drove Mrs. Brach, >62, 
to O'Hare Airport to catch a plane to 
Ft. Lauderdale, Fla., Feb. 21, the day 
she disappeared. 


Matlick has lived with his family on 


the 100-aere Brach farm at the north- 
west corner of Meacham and Schaum- 
burg roads in Schaumburg Township 
for the past several years. 


HE TOLD GLENVIEW police the 


heiress, who lives on a seven-acre es- 
tate in Glenview, planned to close a 
deal to purchase a new ocean-front 
condominium apartment in Florida 
and that she had an appointment with 


her lawyer and a beautician in Ft. 
Lauderdale. 


Matlick was given a lie detector test 


by Glenview police, according to one 
source, but results were inconclusive. 


Ernie Rizzo, a pnvate detective 


hired by the estate to investigate Mrs. 
Brach's disappearance, said the man- 
ner in which she reportedly left for 
Florida was "totally unlike her." 


"As far as I have been able to as- 


certain, she never left the city," Rizzo 
said. 


IN ADDITION, Rizzo said Mrs. 


Brach did not have reservations on 
any flights to Florida on Feb. 21 and 
no credit cards were used to pay for 
the tickets. He disputed a statement 
Matlick reportedly made to author- 
ities that it was not unusual for Mrs. 
Brach to go to the airport without re- 
servations and take the first flight. 


The detective also said Matlick is 


the only person to have seen the heir- 
ess since he picked her up at the air- 
port Feb. 17 after her arrival from a 
stay at the Mayo Clinic in Rochester, 
Minn.

Revamp election process: Carter 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - President 


Carter sent Congress a package of 
election law reforms Tuesday that in- 
cluded instant voter registration, tax- 
payer tinancing of congressional elec- 
ions and abolition of the Electoral Col- 
lege 


The cornerstone of the Carter pack- 


age allows persons to show up at pol- 


ling places and vote in federal elec- 
tions without prior registration. A per- 
son would only have to meet con- 
stitutional requirements of age and 
citi?enship and have a drivers license 
or other acceptable identification. 


Backers said it would boost sagging 


voter participation in elections, while 
critics charged it mainly would bene- 


fit Democrats and encourage voter 
fraud making it possible for individ- 
uals to vote several times. 


VICE PRESIDENT Walter Mondale 


said fraud will be discouraged since 
the bill imposed fines of $10,000 and a 
10-year ]ail term for such acts. 


Mondale, carrying out his first leg-

House, unveiled the package at a 
press conference where universal reg- 
istration was backed by a group of 12 
congressional leaders including House 
Speaker Thomas O.Neill, Sen. Edward 
M. Kennedy and four liberal Republi- 
cans.

tightening" because of rising fuel 
costs. 


Some home remodeling proj- 


ects, Mrs. Emery says, will have 
to be postponed because of sky- 
rocketing utility bills. 


NATIONWIDE, THE results of 


this winter's record cold weather 


saw consumer gas bills rise an 
average of $31 during the winter. 
Residents in Illinois, Ohio and 
New Jersey were hit hardest with 
bills averaging $59 to $61 higher 
than last year, according to a re- 
cent Federal Power Commission 
report. 


The FPC says the nation's utili- 


ties collected an additional $2.5 
billion this winter — $1.5 billion 
from higher prices and $1 billion 


the result of record cold tempera- 
tures forcing furnaces to work 
harder and consume more natural 
gas.

Soldier's death mystifies family

They don't know why;s they don't 


know how. All they know is their son 
is dead. 


Mr. and Mrs. John P. Caldarola, 146 


N e w a r k Ln., Hoffman Estates, 
•learned Thursday their son, Chris, a 
19-year-old Army private, died on a 
mountain in West Germany. 


On Tuesday, Mrs. Caldarola said 


the family still did not know much 
more than that. 


"We don't know if he fell or had a 


heart atack or a stroke or if some- 
one else had been up there on that 
mountain and did him bodily harm or 
what," she said. 


CALDAROLA HAD been stationed 


at Neu-Ulm, located midway between 
Stuttgart and Munich in West Germa- 
ny's Bavarian, province, since early 
November. 


Mrs. Caldarola said soldiers there 


regularly are given recreation passes' 
and shortly after he had arrived, Cal- 
darola had used one to visit Italy. 


He received a similar pass last week 


and he and a couple of friends decided 
to climb Mt. Cramer. However/, half- 
way up, the group apparently split up. 


"The two other boys turned back," 


Mrs. Caldarola said, "but for some 
reason Chris didn't turn back." 


When be didn't return, a helicopter 


was sent to search for him. Caldarola 
was discovered at about 4 p.m. Eu- 
ropean time Thursday. Mrs. Calda- 
rola said the family doesn't know 
whether her son was found dead at 
the scene or if he died later,

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Village board wrapup 
Legality of street 
care challenged 


The legality of maintaining private streets with village funds is 


being questioned by Wheeling officials. 


A plan proposed by Trustee William Hein as an. alternative to 


village takeover of private streets in condominium and townhouse 
developments was challenged Monday by Trustee Otis L. Hedlund, 
who said he believes the plan is illegal. Hein and Medium! are 
candidates for village president in the April 19 election. 


Under Hein's plan, the village would be granted easements to 


reach and maintain private streets in the complexes. The streets 
would remain the property of the homeowners. Specifics of the 
plan will be released in about two weeks, Hein said. 


Hedlund said village officials had considered a similar plan in 


discussions with condominium associations but rejected the idea 
on the advice of Village Atty. John Burke. 


Burke said his "original objection" to such a program is "the 


fact the streets remain private. 


"My opinion is the same. I don't see how you can use village 


money to maintain private drives. I don't understand the concept 
of how easements will work," Burke said. 


Hein said Hedlund "is not too well informed about the easement 


program." 


"All of our facts and figures have been checked out by three 


different law firms. We've got it on a very good source of informa- 
tion and we can quote state statute," he said. 


Hein said the details of the easement plan will be released in 


about two weeks. 


Home-rule vote gains support 


The April .19 home-rule referendum has gained the support of the 


two opposing political slates and the independent candidate for 
village clerk. 


The BEST Party, the WCP and Patrick Trunda, independent can- 


didate for village clerk, wrote letters to the village endorsing 
home-rule powers for Wheeling. 


The board in January decided to have a referendum on home- 


rule powers for the village after a citizens' committee said home- 
rule is "the best means to serve the needs of the Wheeling commu- 
nity." 


The village must conduct the referendum to assume home-rule 


powers because Wheeling's population is 19,000. Municipalities 
with populations of 25,000 or more automatically were granted 
home-rule powers in 1970 when the new state constitution was 
written. 


Wheeling currently is subject to county, state and federal laws. 


Under home rule, village laws would supersede all but federal law. 


Street, sidewalk repair plan OKd 


The Wheeling Village Board Monday approved a $178,000 pro- 


gram for street and sidewalk repair in 1977-78. 


The program, to be funded with motor fuel tax fund revenues, 


includes $81,900 for resurfacing of streets in the Meadowbrook 
West subdivision, the Amerline Industrial area and resurfacing of 
the municipal building parking lot; $30,000 for base repair in areas 
being resurfaced; $15,000 for sidewalk repair in sections of Holly- 
wood Ridge subdivision; $20,000 for curb and gutter repair in sec- 
tions of Dunhurst subdivision. $16,848 for traffic signal mainte- 
nance; and $14,000 for snow and ice removal. 


Will it pass in time? 
Lawmakers split on unit bill 


Several local lawmakers were split 


Tuesday on whether there is enough 
time to amend state law to allow all 
of the residents of High School Dist. 
214 to vote in the Elk Grove Township 
unit school district referendum. 


A bill allowing Dist. 214 voters to 


cast ballots on the issue passed the 
Illinois House Education Committee 
Tuesday and will go to the full House 
this week, but Senate committee hear- 
ings and senate action is needed be- 
fore the legislation can be presented 
to Thompson. 


State Rep. Virginia B. Macdonald, 


R-Arlington Heights, indicated plans 
for a legislative break and the April 9 
unit district referendum date may not 
leave enough time for the bill to help 
the local situation. 


HOWEVER, State Rep. Eugenia 


Chapman, D-Arlington Heights, still 
had someijope that the full House, the 
Illinois Senate and Gov. James R. 
Thompson could act on the matter in 
time to allow the Dist. 214 voters to 
cast ballots on the unit district propo- 
sition. 


The legislation, H.B. 434 amends 


state law to allow all residents affect- 
ed in a proposed unit district proposal 
to vote on the issue. 


Current state law would limit voters 


in the local situation to those resi- 
dents who live within the boundaries 
of the proposed unit district. 


The bill now goes to the full House, 


possibly as soon as Thursday, where 
"it could be voted on depending on the 
number of other matters pending be- 
fore the house," Mrs. Chapman said. 


In a normal situation, the bill prob- 


ably would be placed before the Sen- 
ate during the first week of June and 
would not be considered by the gover- 
nor until sometime in August, Mrs. 
Chapman said. 


"WE CERTAINLY will press the is- 


sue," she said. "From here it goes to 
the floor and as soon as possible we 
hope it will be passed through in time 
to allow residents in Dist. 214 to vote 
in the April 9 referendum. 


Mrs. Chapman said the governor 


would have to sign the bill by Friday, 
April 8, for it to be effective. House 
Bill' 434 is written so it will become 
"effective immediately" when signed 
by Thompson, she said. 


Tuesday, the education committee 


heard arguments in favor of the bill's 


passage from Roderick C. McLeiman, 
associate superintendent for instruc- 
tional services in Dist. 214, and mem- 
bers of the Illinois Assn. of School 
Boards. 


The unit district proposal would 


combine Elk Grove Township Dist. 59 
elementary schools with Forest View 
High School and Elk Grove Village 
High School which now are in Dist. 
214. The unit district would take 42 
per cent of Dist. 214's current tax 
base and 27 per cent of its students. 


The Dist. 214 Board of Education 


has filed suits challenging the con- 
stitutionality of allowing only Dist. 59 
residents to vote in the referendum. 
Unit school district opponents say 
Dist. 214 would suffer through the 
reorganization. 


Buffalo Grove seeks possession 
Seivers may be key to links talks 


Buffalo Grove hopes to use access 


to sewers in the Chevy Chase golf 
course area as a lever to negotiate a 
boundary agreement with Wheeling, 
Village Pres. Edward Fabish said. 


A boundary settlement would allow 


Buffalo Grove to get land northeast of 
the village for future industrial 
growth which village officials say is 
needed to develop a balanced tax 
base. The Chevy Chase area is one of 
the few remaining large tracts of 
open land suitable for industrial de- 
velopment. 


Wheeling, which is seeking to annex 


the golf course, 1000 Milwaukee Ave., 
and surrounding lands owned by the 
William Johnson family, has asked 
Buffalo Grove to relinquish a right of 
rejection over development in the 
area it has with Lake County's sew- 
age treatment district. The village 


board refused, however. 


"WE HAVE A LEVER that gives US 


a right to have some input on what 
they're going to put there," Fabish 
said of the agreement with Lake 
County. 


Buffalo Grove also bad discussed 


annexing the 400 acres and using part 
of the land near the Soo Line R.R. 
tracks for industrial development. 


If Wheeling annexes all of the land 


surrounding Chevy Chase up to Buf- 
falo "Grove's present boundaries, as 
Wheeling officials have suggested, 
Buffalo Grove would be hard pressed 
to find another area for industrial de- 
velopment, according to its land-use 
plan. 


"It's just a matter of the two vil- 


lages sitting down," to reach a bound- 
ary agreement, Fabish said of the dis- 


puted land. 


Wheeling Mgr. Terry L. Zerkle said 


"Wheeling desires to minimize any 
adversary situation from developing 
between the Village of Buffalo Grove 
and the Village of Wheeling." 


BUT ZERKLE admits Buffalo 


Grove holds the key to development 
on the Johnson land because it can 
say who is and who is not allowed to 
hook up with Lake County sewers. 


The course of future negotiations 


hinges on the outcome of Saturday's 
Wheeling Park District referendum 
concerning its purchase of the golf 
course for recreational use, Fabish 
said. 


If voters reject the proposed pur- 


chase, the land again will be up for 
grabs between the two villages.

Funds sought for police computer 


Five Northwest suburbs will seek 


approximately $1.5 million in funds to 
establish a central computer dis- 
patching system for fire and police 
vehicles. 


Buftalo Grove Fire Chief Wayne 


Winter Tuesday said funds for the 
project are available from several 
federal agencies. The project also 
would establish a 911 emergency tele- 
phone number. 


The five suburbs cooperating in the 


program are Buffalo Grove, Mount 
Prospect, Arlington Heights, Elk 
Grove Village and Rolling Meadows. 


Winter said the main advantages of 


the computer system are speed and 
accuracy. 


"IT IS FAR better than the manual 


system. A computer will not make 


mistakes if it is fed the proper infor- 
mation," he said.> 


The proposed central dispatch cen- 


ter would be placed in the Arlington 
Heights Municipal Building, 33 S. Ar- 
lington Heights Road, where the man- 
ually operated Northwest Suburban 
Central Disptach Center is located. 


The new system would computerize 


CDC and add fire departments to the 
system. 


Winter said fire vehicles now are 


dispatched manually from each com- 
munity's department. 


"CENTRAL DISPATCHING is al- 


most a must," he said. "We would 
provide non-jurisdictlonal response 
where the closest equipment would be 
sent. It will be a better and faster 
service." 


Under the proposed system, citizens 


could report emergencies to an oper- 
ator who would feed the information 
into a computer. The reports then 
would be made available on printout 
sheets from equipment that would be 
installed in fire and police vehicles.

"It will be nice if we get it, 
but 1 don't believe it will be detrimen- 
tal to the system if we don't," Winter 
said. "We will still try to sell it to the 
village boards."

The High School Dist. 125 Board of Education has renewed Supt. 


Robert McKanna's contract for three years. 


McKanna was hired by the board last August to fill the vacancy 


created by the resignation of former Supt. Harold Bansar, who 
resigned under fire last March. 


The board Monday unanimously granted McKanna a three-year 


contract. He was hired on a two-year contract, with an annual 
salary of $35,000. The board will not adjust McKanna's salary until 
next summer. 


Board Pres. W. Mike Swanson said McKanna scored very high 


on a recent evaluation by the board. 


"On a scale of 0 to 9 Dr. McKanna scored between 7 and 9 on all 


points," Swanson said. "He has done a great job and we appre- 
ciate it." 


Stevenson to run special ed 


Stevenson High School will take over a learning disabilities pro- 


gram operated by the Special Education District of Lake County. 
The board also voted to establish a Career Opportunities Program 
to replace its program for mentally handicapped students. 


McKanna said he recommended Stevenson run the learning dis- 


abilities program because it would save the district about $3,000 in 
the next school year. 


The district pays $16,000 for one full-time teacher and a social 


worker for one-half day a week. With an independent program the 
school will only pay $13,000 for the full-time teacher plus the cost 
of a supervisor, he said. 


The learning disabilities program, which McKana said will 


serve as many as 36 students next year, will continue to be at 
Stevenson. The program is operated on a tutorial approach, with a 
teacher working on a one-to-one basis with students. 


McKanna said the $3,000 saved on the learning disabilities pro- 


gram will be put into the new Career Opportunities Program for 
1977-78. 


The career program will be a class at Stevenson for special 


education students. 


Students with learning disabilities placed in the career program 


would be students who cannot pass in regular classes even with 
tutoring help, according to a special education report. McKanna 
said the career program provides "less labeling" for low-achiev- 
ing students. 


The report said the career program will provide the same 


educational offerings as the current programs. It will be a work- 
study program in which juniors and seniors are placed in a job in 
the community for part of the school day. 


The students would continue to be integrated in physical educa- 


tion, driver's education and other subjects such as home econom- 
ics, industrial arts, music and typing. 


Division chairmen picked 


The board appointed five of the six new division chairmen who 


wilt replace Stevenson's 13 department heads. The appointments 
followed the board's approval in January of a plan to reorganize 
Stevenson's administration from a departmental structure to a 
divisional system. 


The new division head for applied arts is Richard Vogtsberger, 


dean of students; humanities, Ivanka Vruels, chairman of the for- 
eign language department; math-science, Charles Hamburg, math 
department chairman; physical education-health-athletics-driver 
education, Hank Andrew, head of the same department; and pupil 
personnel and student affairs, Sam Rltchee, chairman of the 
Freshman Studies Program, which is being eliminated next year. 


A chairman was not appointed for the English division. Business 


Mgr. Edwin Ellis said the board will review the current applicants 
and it may Interview people outside of the school for the job. 


The new division heads will teach one or two classes, instead of 


the four classes most department chairman now teach, Ellis said. 
Salaries for the new chairmen will range from $20,960 to $23,780. 


Ellis said department chairmen receive a stipend of up to $1,200 


in addition to their teacher's salary, with the amount of the sti- 
pend depending on the number of teachers in the department.

McKanna was directed by the board to form a long-range plan- 


ning committee for the district. The committee will evaluate the 
need for a future site for school buildings and examine projected 
future enrollments. 


Ellis said the committee will include about 20 persons from all

Will it pass in time? 
Lawmakers split on unit bill 


Several local lawmakers were split 


Tuesday on whether there is enough 
time to amend state law to allow all 
of the residents of High School Dist. 
214 to vote in the Elk Grove Township 
unit school district referendum. 


A bill allowing Dist. 214 voters to 


cast ballots on the issue passed the 
Illinois House Education Committee 
Tuesday and will go to the full House 
this week, but Senate committee hear- 
ings and senate action is needed be- 
fore the legislation can be presented 
to Thompson. 


State Rep. Virginia B. Macdonald, 


R-Arlington Heights, indicated plans 
for a legislative break and the April 9 
unit district referendum date may not 
leave enough time for the bill to help 
the local situation. 


HOWEVER, State Rep. Eugenia 


Chapman, D-Arlington Heights, still 
had some hope that the full House, the 
Illinois Senate and Gov, James R. 
Thompson could act on the matter in 
time to allow the Dist. 214 voters to 
cast ballots on the unit district propo- 
sition. 


The legislation, H.B. 434 amends 


state law to allow all residents affect- 
ed in a proposed unit district proposal 
to vote on the issue. 


Current state law would limit voters 


in the local situation to those resi- 
dents who live within the boundaries 
of the proposed unit district. 


The bill now goes to the full House, 


possibly as soon as Thursday, where 
"it could be voted on depending on the 
number of other matters pending be- 
fore the house," Mrs. Chapman said. 


In a normal situation, the bill prob- 


ably would be placed before the Sen- 
ate during the first week of June and 
would not be considered by the gover- 
nor until sometime in August, Mrs. 
Chapman said. 


"WE CERTAINLY will press the is- 


sue," she said. "From here it goes to 
the floor and as soon as possible we 
hope it will be passed through in time 
to allow residents in Dist. 214 to vote 
in the April 9 referendum.

Winter said the main advantages of 


the computer system are speed and 
accuracy. 


"IT IS FAR better than the manual 


system. A computer will not make 
mistakes if it is fed the proper infor- 
mation," he said. 


The proposed central dispatch cen- 


ter would be placed in the Arlington 
Heights Municipal Building, 33 S. Ar- 
lington Heights Road, where the man- 
ually operated Northwest -Suburban 
Central Disptach Center is located. 


The new system would computerize 


CDC and add fire departments to the 
system. 


Winter said fire vehicles now are 


dispatched manually from each com- 
munity's department. 


"CENTRAL DISPATCHING is al- 


most a must," he said. "We would 
provide 
non-jurisdictional 
response 


where the closest equipment would be 
sent. It will be a better and faster 
service." 


Under the proposed system, citizens 


could report emergencies to an oper- 
ator who would feed the information 
into a computer. The reports then 


would be made available on printout 
sheets from equipment that would be 
installed in fire and police vehicles. 


Winter said the computer system 


would net a 50 per cent reduction in 
manpower costs. 


"It would take twice as many dis- 


patchers to do this manually on a cen- 
tralized basis," he said. 


Officials still are studying the plans 


for the system and do not know when 
the grant applications will be sub- 
mitted. "It will be nice if we get it, 
but 1 don't believe it will be detrimen- 
tal to the system if we don't," Winter 
said. "We will still try to sell it to the 
village boards."

Geffan said he will start operations 


by making coffee and rolls available 
to golfers. 


THE NEXT STEP will be to reopen 


the restaurant's bar. Geffan then 
plans to recondition the restaurant's 
kitchen so he can provide a full menu 
of items for breakfast, lunch and din- 
ner. 


"We'll have to take this one step at 


a time. I'm going to give them my 
best shot," Geffan said. 


It will be about a month before he 


can have the golf course restaurant 
fully operating, Geffan said. He has 
informed the village board the break- 
fast and lunch menus will resemble 
those at his deli, but said a dinner 
menu plan "is still up in the air." 


When he first approached the vil- 


lage about operating the restaurant, 
he detailed plans for a chicken and 
ribs dinner menu. 


VILLAGE PRES. Edward Fabish 


told the board Monday Geffan has 
changed that plan and was discussing 
an Italian dinner menu with the vil- 
lage. 


Fabish said he was surprised by the 


board's acceptance of Geffan.. 


When he contacted board members 


last week after a village staff com- 


mittee recommended Geffan, some 
trustees said they would not vote for 
Geffan, Fabish said. 


One reason for the change of atti- 


tudes, he said, was the difference be- 
tween Geffan's proposal and that of 
Gary Roeper, operator of Bill's Buf- 
falo House.

tate in Glenview, planned to close a 
deal to purchase a new ocean-front 
condominium apartment in Florida 
and that she had an appointment with 


her lawyer and a beautician in Ft. 
Lauderdale. 


Matlick was given a lie detector test 


by Gtenview police, according to one 
source, but results were inconclusive. 


Ernie Rizzo, a private detective 


hired by the estate to investigate Mrs. 
Brach's disappearance, said the man- 
ner in which she reportedly left for 
Florida was "totally unlike her." 


"As far as I have been able to as- 


certain, she never left the city," Rizzo 
said. 


IN ADDITION, Rizzo said Mrs. 


Brach did not have reservations on 
any flights to Florida on Feb. 21 and 
no credit cards were used to pay for 
the tickets. He disputed a statement 
Matlick reportedly made to author- 
ities that it was not unusual for Mrs. 
Brach to go to the airport without re- 
servations and take the first flight. 


The detective also said Matlick is 


the only person to have seen the heir- 
ess since he picked her up at the air- 
port Feb. 17 after her arrival from a 
stay at the Mayo Clinic in Rochester, 
Minn. 


While Matlick reported Mrs. Brach 


was at her Glenview home until leav- 
ing again Feb. 21, Rizzo said no neigh- 
bors saw her during that time.

with the students' Iowa test scores. 
The Iowa test scores fall between the 
verbal and nonverbal aptitude test 
scores, he said. 


Swanson and testing coordinator- 


Bill Harner said this year's scores are 
lower than last year's compared with 
national norms and percentile rank- 
ings because the tests were adminis- 
tered a month earlier this year. 


This year the district gave the tests 


at the end of September. Last year 
the tests were given at the end of Oc- 
tober, Swanson said. 


"The norming period runs until 


Dec. 15 and the way to look good is to

cabularly, reading, language skills, 
work study skills and math skills. 


The district's composite test scores 


by grade level ranged from a low of 
the 57th percentile for sixth graders to 
a high of the 67th percentile for third 
and 
fourth graders. Seventh 
and 


eighth graders scored in the 59th per- 
centile over-all and 
fifth 
graders 


scored in the 66th percentile. The na- 
tional average is at the 50th per- 
centile. 


Dist. 59's objective this year was to 


be at or better than the national aver- 
age at the district level and this ob- 
jective was met, Harner said. 


"Over-all we're very pleased, but 


there are weaknesses and we're ad- 
dressing these," he said. 


One area of weakness, especially

Soldier's death mystifies family

They don't know why; they don't 


know how. All they know is their son 
is dead. 


Mr. and Mrs. John P. Caldarola, 146 


N e w a r k Ln., Hoffman Estates, 
learned Thursday their son, Chris, a 
19-year-old Army private, died on a 
mountain in West Germany. 


On Tuesday, Mrs. Caldarola said 


the family still did not know much 
more than that. 


"We don't know if he fell or had a 


heart atack or a stroke or if some- 
one else had been up there on that 
mountain and did him bodily harm or 
what," she said. 


CALDAROLA HAD been stationed 


at Neu-Ulm, located midway between 
Stuttgart and Munich in West Germa- 
ny's Bavarian province, since early 
November. 


Mrs. Caldarola said soldiers there 


regularly are given recreation-passes 
and shortly after he had arrived, Cal- 
darola had used one to visit Italy. 


He received a similar pass last week 


and he and a couple of friends decided 
to climb Mt Cramer. However, half- 
way up, the group apparently split up. 


"The two other boys turned back," 


Mrs. Caldarola said, "but for some 
reason Chris didn't turn back." 


When he didn't return, a helicopter 


was sent to search for him. Caldarola 
was discovered at about 4 p.m. Eu- 
ropean time Thursday. Mrs. Calda- 
rola said the family doesn't know 
whether her son was found dead at 
the scene or if he died later.-

was 
a 
student 
at 


Conant High School and enlisted 
last June, primarily to receive G.I. 
benefits to go to automotive school. 


AFTER CALDAROLA got to Ger- 


many, he sent letters back to his fam- 
ily describing how his outfit was win- 
ning a number of competitions and 
that he expected to be promoted in a 
month or two. 


"I think he really enjoyed it," Mrs 


Caldarola said. 


The family is expecting a telegram 


notifying them when his body will be 
returned. They will not know the 
cause of death for 30 to 40 days. 


Mrs. Caldarola said a military fu- 


neral is planned. Arrangements are 
pending at Ahlgrim and Sons Funeral 
Home, 330 W. Golf Rd., Schaumburg.

.SUPT. WAYNE Schaible said there 


has been some concern about getting 
more information out to the public for 
some time. The administration recom- 
mended adding a public relations di- 
rector two years ago but it was not 
one of the board's priorities at that 
time, he said. 


"There has been more and more 


need for this position as we've kepi 
growing," Schaible said. Dist. 54, with 
28 schools, is the largest elementary 
school system in the state. 


Schaible said the 
administration 


probably will recommend that the di- 
rector be full-time, and the total cost 
of the communications department 
will include a half-time secretary as 
well as costs for printing materials 
and mailing. 


He said that the district's citizen ad- 


visory committee determined in a re- 
cent survey that about half the com- 
munity does not have children in Dist. 
54 schools. Reaching out to all of the 
community will be a priority, he said.

could be in charge of a hotline system 
so residents would have one place to 
direct questions about the district.

Ex-patrolman files libel suit against Chief Conroy 


A slander-libel suit has been filed 


against 
Schaumburg 
Police 
Chief 


Martin J. Conroy by a former patrol- 
man who was dismissed from the po- 
lice force after he was accused of 
thefts from a village apartment com- 
plex. 


The suit, filed March 2 in Cook 


County Circuit Court, centers around 
a March 12, 1076, story in The Herald 


on the arrest of former Patrolman 
James Regan. 


The story quoted Conroy as saying 


Regan's arrest climaxed a two-month 
police investigation during which Re- 
gan came under suspicion for the 
theft of an air conditioner and lawn- 
mower from the Walden Apartments, 
Algonquin Road near Meacham Road, 
where Regan was employed as a part- 


time maintenance and security guard. 
The story also quoted Conroy as say- 
ing the officer traded the items with 
full knowledge they were stolen. 


THE SUIT SAYS Regan was found 


innocent of the charges in criminal 
court and asks for an unspecified 
judgment and court costs, charging 
Corn-fly's words were "wholly false" 
and subjected Regan to "ridicule and 


harassment which eventually resulted 
in the loss of his position as a patrol- 
man for the Village of Schaumburg." 
The Herald was not named as a de- 
fendant in the suit 


The suit also charges that Conroy 


intended to "injure the plaintiff's good 
name and to injure him in his liveli- 
hood, with knowledge that it was false 
and with reckless disregard as to

conclusion that conventional single- 
family houses selling for upward of 
$90,000 would be more in keeping with 
the community," Benach said. 


Benach said the Lambert property 


"is the only place left in the village 
where expensive houses can be built " 
He said the townhouses will be sim- 
ilar to those bult in the Lexington 
Green development near Meacham 
and Schaumburg roads. They will be 


pnced in the ?38,000 to $43,000 price 
range. 


Benach sad he also will ask village 


officials to rename Summit Drive to 
Lambert Drive "as a nice tribute to 
someone who" has done a lot for the 
community." 


Lambert donated the 40-acre civic- 


cultural center land to the village in 
1971 after his property had been zoned 
for 3,200 apartments in 12-story build- 
ings. The plan was abandoned when 
financing could not be obtained.

Consultants have recommended the 


village buy and improve the privately1 


owned 120-acre field at Writjht Boule- 
vard and Irving Park Road, saying 
extending the single runway about 500 
feet to a maximum of 3,000 feet would 
not be environmentally hazardous.

t cution failed to show Regan stole the 


equipment 


THE AIR CONDITIONER taken 


from the apartment complex was not 
recovered by police. 


Regan had been a patrolman in 


Schaumburg since mid-1972 and had 
been on disability leave from the de- 
partment since July 1975, when he 
had suffered a back injury while on 
duty. 


Another apartment complex em- 


ploye also was implicated in the thefts 
but was not charged because he 
agreed to testify against Regan.

Matlick was given a lie detector test 


by Glenview police, according to one 
source, but results were inconclusive. 


Ernie Rizzo, a private 
detective 


hired by the estate to investigate Mrs. 
Brach's disappearance, said the man- 
ner in which she reportedly left lor 
Florida was "totally unlike her." 


"As far as I have been able to as- 


certain, she never left the city," Rizzo 
said. 


IN ADDITION, Rizzo said Mrs. 


Brach did not have reservations on 
any flights to Florida on Feb. 21 and 
no credit cards were used to pay for 
the tickets. He disputed a statement 
Matlick reportedly made to author- 
ities that it was not unusual for Mrs. 
Brach to go to the airport without re- 
servations and take the first'flight. 


The detective also said Matlick.is 


the only person to have seen the heir- 
ess since he picked her up at the air- 
port Feb. 17 after her arrival from ,a 
stay at the Mayo Clinic in Rochester ,- 
Minn.

.WASHINGTON (UPI) - President 
Carter sent Congress a package of 
election law reforms Tuesday that in- 
cluded instant voter registration, tax- 
payer financing of congressional elec- 
ions and abolition of the Electoral Col- 
lege. 


The cornerstone of the Carter pack- 


age allows persons to show up at pol- 


ling places and vote in federal elec- 
tions without prior registration. A per- 
son would only have to meet con- 
stitutional, requirements of age and 
citizenship"ind have a drivers license 
or other'acceptable identification. 


Backers said it would boost sagging 


voter participation in elections, while 
critics charged it mainly would bene- 


fit Democrats and encourage voter 
fraud making it possible for individ- 
uals to vote several times. 


VICE PRESIDENT Walter Mondale 


said fraud will be discouraged since 
the bill imposed fines of $10,000 and a 
10-year jail term for such acts. 


Mondale, carrying out his first leg- 


islative assignment for the White 


House, unveiled the' package at a 
press conference where universal reg- 
istration was backed by a group of 12 
congressional leaders including House 
Speaker Thomas 0,Neill, Sen. Edward 
M. Kennedy and four liberal Republi- 
cans.

rocketing utility bills. 


NATIONWIDE, THE results of 


this winter's record cold weather 


saw consumer gas bills rise an 
average of $31 during the winter. 
Residents in Illinois, Ohio and 
New Jersey were hit hardest with 
bills averaging $59 to $61 higher 
than last year, according to a re- 
cent Federal Power Commission 
report. 


The FPC says the nation's utili- 


ties collected an additional $2.5 
billion this winter — $1.5 billion 
from higher prices and $1 billion 


the result of record cold tempera- 
tures forcing furnaces to work 
harder and consume more natural 
gas.

They don't know why; they don't 


know how. All they know is their son 
is dead. 


Mr. and Mrs. John P. Caldarola, 146 


N e w a r k Ln., Hoffman 
Estates, 


learned Thursday their son, Chris, a 
19-year-old Army private, died on a 
mountain in West Germany. 


On Tuesday, Mrs. Caldarola said' 


the family still did not know much 
more than that. 


"We don't know if he fell or had a 


heart atack or a stroke or if some- 
one else had been up there on that 
mountain and did him bodily harm or 
what," she said. 


CALDAROLA HAD been stationed 


at Neu-Ulm, located midway between 
Stuttgart and Munich in West Germa- 
ny's Bavarian province, since early 
November. 


Mrs. Caldarola said soldiers there 


regularly are given recreation passes 
and shortly after he had arrived, Cal- 
darola had used one to visit Italy. 


He received a similar pass last week 


and he and a couple of friends decided 
to climb Mt. Cramer. However, half- 
way up, the group apparently split up. 


"The two other boys turned back," 


Mrs. Caldarola said, "but for some 
reason Chris didn't turn back." 


When he didn't return, a helicopter 


was sent to search for him. Caldarola 
was discovered at about 4 p.m. Eu- 
ropean time Thursday. Mrs. Calda- 
rola said the family doesn't know 
whether her son was found dead at 
the scene or if he died later.

last June, primarily to receive G.I.

AFTER CALDAROLA got to Ger-

Local legislators split on prospects of unit bill 


Several local lawmakers were split 


Tuesday on whether there is enough 
time to amend state law to allow all 
of the residents of High School Dist. 
214 to vote in the Elk Grove Township 
unit school district referendum. 


A bill allowing Dist. 214 voters to 


cast ballots on the issue passed the 
Illinois House Education Committee 
Tuesday and will go to the full House 
this week, but Senate committee hear- 
ings and senate action Ls needed be- 
fore the legislation can be presented 
to Thompson. 


State Rep. Virginia B. Macdonald, 


R-Arlington Heights, indicated plans 
for a legislative break and the April 9 
unit district referendum date may not 
leave enough time for the bill to help 
the local situation. 


HOWEVER, State Rep. Eugenia 


Chapman, D-Arlington Heights, still 
had some hope that the full House, the 
Illinois Senate and Gov. James R. 
Thompson could act on the matter in 
time to allow the Dist. 214 voters to 
cast ballots on the unit district propo- 
sition: 


The legislation, H.B. 434 amends 


state law to allow all residents affect- 
ed in a proposed unit district proposal 
to vote on the issue. 


Current state law would limit voters 


in the local situation to those resi- 
dents who live within the boundaries 
of the proposed unit district. 


The bill now goes to the full House, 


possibly as soon as Thursday, where 
"it could be voted on depending on the 
number of other matters pending be- 
fore the house," Mrs. Chapman said. 


In a normal situation, the bill prob- 


ably would be placed before the Sen- 
ate during the first week of June and 
would not be considered by the gover- 
nor until sometime in August, Mrs.

Soldier's death mystifies family

know how. All they know is their son 
is dead.

Mr. and Mrs. John P. Caldarola, 146 


N e w a r k Ln., Hoffman Estates, 
learned Thursday their son, Chris, a 
19-year-old Army private, died on a 
mountain in West Germany. 


On Tuesday, Mrs. Caldarola said 


the family still did not know much 
more than that. 


"We don't know if he fell or had a

CALDAROLA HAD been stationed 


at Neu-Ulm, located midway between 
Stuttgart and Munich in West Germa- 
ny's Bavarian province, since early 
November. 


Mrs. Caldarola said soldiers there 


regularly are given recreation passes 
and shortly after he had arrived, Cal- 
darola had used one to visit Italy. 


He received a similar pass last week 


and he and a couple of friends decided 
to climb Mt. Cramer. However, half- 
way up, the group apparently split up. 


"The two other boys turned back," 


Mrs. Caldarola said, "but for some 
reason Chris didn't turn back." 


When he didn't return, a helicopter 


was sent to search for him. Caldarola 
was discovered at about 4 p.m. Eu- 
ropean time Thursday. Mrs. Calda- 
rola said the family doesn't know 
whether her son was found dead at 
the scene or if he died later.

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Dist. 59 tests show pupils' skills weak, aptitude par

Officials in Elk Grove Township 


Dist. 59 acknowledge that students are 
weak in math and reading but say ap- 
titude test results show they are per- 
forming up to par. 


School officials made the state- 


ments after results of the Iowa Tests 
of 
Basic Skills released 
Monday 


showed Dist. 59 students are slightly 
below the national average in math 
and reading. The tests were given to 
students in grades three through 
eight. 


"On the whole the district is pretty 


strong," Merlyn Swanson, adminis- 
trator of educational services, said. 
"The scores show the district is per- 
forming at the level the aptitude tests 
said we ought to be performing at." 


FOURTH, SIXTH and eighth grade 


students given the Scholastic Testing 
Service aptitude test ranked In the 
7Sth, 62nd and 57th percentiles respec- 
tively on the nonverbal skills and in 


the 83rd, 52nd and 69th percentiles re- 
spectively on verbal skills. 


Supt. Roger Bardweil said scores on 


these aptitude tests came out "almost 
right on the button" when compared 
with the students' Iowa test scores. 
The Iowa test scores fall .between the 
verbal and nonverbal aptitude test 
scores, he said. 


Swanson and testing coordinator 


Bill Harner said this year's scores are 
lower than last year's compared with 
national norms and percentile rank- 
Ings because the tests were adminis- 
tered a month earlier this year. 


This year the district gave the tests 


at the end of September. Last year 
the tests were given at the end of Oc- 
tober, Swanson said. 


"The norming period runs until 


Dec. 15 and the way to look good is to 
test in the beginning of December to 
maximize instructional time," he 
said. "The earlier you give the test 
the lower the percentile score." 


Elk Grove Township Dist. 59 stu- 


dents took the Iowa Tests of Basic 
Skills in September 1975 and October 
1976. 'Eighth graders were not tested 
in 1975. Comparison percentile rank-

Reps split on unit bill prospects 


major areas by the Iowa tests — vo- 
cabularly, reading, language' skills, 
work study skills and math skills: 


The district's composite test scores 


by grade level ranged from a low of 
the 57th percentile for sixth graders to 
a high of the 67th percentile for third 
and fourth graders. 
Seventh and 


eighth graders scored in the 59th per- 
centfle over-all and 
fifth 
graders 


scored in the 66th percentile. The na- 
tional average is at the 50th per- 


centile. 


Dist. 59's objective this year was to 


be at or better than the national aver- 
age at the district level and this ob- 
jective was met, Harner said. 


"Over-all we're very pleased, but 


there are weaknesses and we're ad- 
dressing these," he said. 


One area of weakness, especially 


for sixth and eighth graders, is math 
skills. Swanson suggested the math 
scores may be low because the dis- 
trict's math curriculum is empha- 
sizing metric education while the 
Iowa tests are more oriented to tradi- 
tional math. 


"WE HAVE TO seriously ask our- 


selves whether we're teaching what's 
being tested and whether we're teach- 
ing it at the grade level it's being test- 
ed at," Board Pres. Judith Zanca 
said. 


Teachers and principals have had 


workshops to discuss what items and 


skills the Iowa tests are testing, 
whether teachers consider these areas 
important, whether they are included 
in the district's curriculum and how 
children are scoring, Harner said. 


It already has been discovered that 


the Iowa tests are testing capital- 
ization before-the district is teaching 
it, which explains why third graders 
ranked in the 33rd. percentile in this 
area, he said. Having noted this, first 
and second grade teachers are begin- 
ning to hit upon capitalization, 
he 


said. 


All schools in the district are draw- 


ing up or submitting plans to correct 
the weaknesses test scores have re- 
vealed. A districtwide program for 
improved instruction will be pre- 
sented to the board of education in 
May, Swanson said. 


"There are areas for concern and 


room for improvement,,but the over- 
all picture is good," Mrs. Zanca said.

Several local lawmakers were split 


Tuesday on whether there is enough 
time to amend state law to allow all 
of the residents of High School Dist. 
214 to vote in the Elk Grove Township 
unit school district referendum. 


A bill allowing Dist. 214 voters to 


cast ballots on the issue passed the 
Illinois House Education Committee 
Tuesday and will go to the full House 
this week, but Senate committee hear- 
ings and senate action is needed be- 
fore the legislation can be presented 
to Thompson. 


State Rep. Virginia B. Macdonald, 


R-Arlington Heights, indicated plans 
for a legislative break and the April 9 
unit district referendum date may not 
leave enough time for the bill to help 
the local situation. 


HOWEVER, State Rep. Eugenia 


Chapman, D-Arlington Heights, still 


had some hope that the full House, the 
Illinois Senate and Gov. James R. 
Thompson could act on the matter in 
time to allow the Dist. 214 voters to 
cast ballots on the unit district propo- 
sition. 


The legislation, H.B. 434 amends 


state law to allow all residents affect- 
ed in a proposed unit district proposal 
to vote on the issue. 


Current state law would limit voters 


in the local situation to those resi- 
dents who live within the boundaries 
of the proposed unit district. 


The bill now goes to the full House, 


possibly as soon as Thursday, where 
"it could be voted on depending on the 
number of other matters pending be- 
fore the house," Mrs. Chapman said. 


In a normal situation, the bill prob- 


ably would be placed before the Sen- 
ate during the first week of June and 


Dist. 26 chief urges budget cuts 


Cutting the budget by $247,000 and 


staging another referendum on a tax 
increase in the education fund were 
recommended by River Trails Dist. 26 
Supt. John Fridlund Tuesday as ways 
to offset projected deficits for 1978-79 
and 1979-1980. 


Dist. 26 voters Saturday defeated a 


tax hike referendum which called for 
an increase of 74 cents per $100 of 
assessed 
valuation. The 
increase 


would have provided enough addition- 
al funds for the district to keep pre- 
sent programs and maintain a bal- 
anced budget through 1980. 


Fridlund said the budget cuts, plus 


a proposal he made for increasing 
revenues by $15.000, would mean an 
additional S262.000. 


He did not elaborate on the proposal 


for a second referendum, which state 
law says must be held 60 days after 
Saturday's vote. 


Fridkind's recommendations to in- 


crease revenue by $15,000 are: 


• Raise book fees. 
• Charge a lunch-room supervision 


fee for children who are not bused to 
school at district expense. 


• Charge a field-trip fee if admis- 


siions or service charges are required. 


His recommendations for cutting 


expenditures by $247,000 include: 


• Eliminate at the junior high lev- 


el: one music teacher, one art teach- 
er, one French teacher, one typing 
teacher, one physical education teach- 
er and two reading teachers. 


• Eliminate at the elementary leve: 


learning center teachers, 
one-half 


physical education teacher and one- 
half music teacher. 


• Eliminate reading consultant, art 


consultant and gifted child teacher. 


• D e c r e a s e all nonfixed ex- 


penditures by 10 per cent, which in- 
cludes the purchase of library books 
and audio-visual materials. 


The board also will form a finance 


committee to discuss budget alterna- 
tives. The committee will meet at 8 
p.m. 
Tuesday in the administration 


building, 1900 E. Kensington Road, 
Mount Prospect.
